May it Please Your Excellency, 

We have the honour, in pursuance of the 23 rd section of the Act 8 & 9 Vic., c. 
107, to submit our Twelfth Report on the condition of the insane in Ireland. 

As heretofore, we append returns showing the number of Lunatics of all classes and 
denominations confined in the several Public Lunatic Asylums, Poorhouses, Gaols, and 
Private Licensed Houses, as well as of those at large residing with their relatives and 
friends or with strangers, of which returns the following tabular statement is a summary, 
and sets forth in one view the total insane population of Ireland, and how they are at 
present located, contrasting the past with the previous year, excepting as regards the 
Lunatics at large, respecting whom the 'Inspectors had not the advantage of obtaining 
information in 1861 : —

— ' localities, the facts appear to be furnished with singular accuracy and intelligence • for 

although the members of the Constabulary or of the Metropolitan Police force could not 
be expected to classify correctly the form of disease of the persons respecting whom 
they obtained information, still with the general headings of “Lunatic, Idiot, and Epileptic” 
before them, and the experience of former returns which they had made, for their guidance 
we are satisfied that even in this respect the information supplied is generally accurate, and 
may be relied upon for all practical purposes. This is the more satisfactory as, in the 
present progressive stage of institutions for the insane in this country, it is a matter of 
great importance to possess every possible reliable information regarding the insane at 
large. We shall take up this subject again in our general observations, confining our- 
selves at present to the details of each Asylum separately, and submitting to your 
Excellency a statistical analysis of them, together with the most noteworthy incidents 
and occurrences of the past year, and the chief features of our inspections. 



Armagh. ARMAGH ASYLUM. 

District : — Counties of Armagh, Cavan, and Monaghan. 

The changes referred to in the last Report, as being contemplated for the improvement 
of this Asylum, have made considerable progress. The additions and alterations were 
commenced early in 1862, and though still in the hands of the Contractors, are in a very 
advanced state — so much so that the large dining hall, sixty feet by thirty, has been 
already availed of for the purposes of recreation. The new laundry and kitchen — depart- 
ments on the suitability of which so much depends — are nearly completed, as are also the 
waterclosets, baths, and lavatories; and an engine for pumping water, which will further 
supply steam for cooking purposes, and hot water for baths and laundry, is in course of 
erection. 

inspectors’ This institution was visited by us eight times in the course of the year. Our duties in 
visits. connexion with the projected Asylum for the Counties of Cavan and Monaghan having 
■ repeatedly taken us in that direction, we considered it advisable to go over to Ar magh 
frequently, particularly as the works carrying on there necessarily threw the place into 
some confusion. 

On these various occasions the house was reported to be in good order, and the 
patients as comfortable as the inconvenience occasioned by the alterations, repairs, &c., 
which the buildings were undergoing, would admit of, at the same time that the Con- 
tractor was getting on satisfactorily with the works. The attention of the Board was 
directed to the suggestion contained in our last Report to Parliament, that from ten to 
twelve additional acres of land should be procured. On the 30th July the house was 
specially visited, when a minute was made, re-directing the attention of the Board to the 
obvious utility of procuring additional land, and the subject was accordingly taken into 
consideration at a meeting of the Governors held on the 13th October, 1862, at which one 
of the Inspectors attended, when a resolution was passed assenting to the proposition and 
directing an application to be made to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant for the neces- 
sary authority to purchase ten additional acres. An order in Council was thereupon 
issued, and arrangements are being made to complete the purchase, 
statistics. There were 166 patients under treatment during the year, the sexes being very equally 
divided, viz., 85 males and 81 females. The number admitted was 22, of whom 13 were 
dangerous Lunatics, transferred from Gaols by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, and 3 
relapsed cases ; 15 were discharged, 9 of whom were cured, and of these 6 had been less 
than twelve months affected with insanity. The per-centage of cures on admissions in 
this Asylum is 41. Eight deaths took place, or 5*55 per. cent, on the daily average. One 
case of suicide occurred, which was duly investigated both by a Coroner’s Jury and by the 
Inspectors. It appeared that the unfortunate Lunatic, a female, had made repeated 
attempts at self-destruction, and was under strict supervision in consequence. She, 
however, watched her opportunity, and eluding the vigilance of her attendant, suspended 
herself with a cord in her sleeping- room till life Avas extinct. The Jury found a verdict, 
exonerating the officers and attendants from blame, in the propriety of Avhich the Inspec- 
tors concurred, considering it one of those occurrences against which scarcely any foresight 
could sufficiently guard. There remained in the Asylum on 31st December, 1862, !*■' 
patients, 72 males and 71 females, 26 only of whom are returned as probably enrabe, 
104 probably incurable, and 13 Idiots and Epileptics. In so many as 102 cases, t 
supposed cause of mental disease is returned as unknown, and no observation can there or 
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be made on the subject It wonld.be very desirable, however, that proper attention should 
be given to the matter, in the first instance, by those who have the means of obtaining infor- 
mation within their reach. A large number of patients are capable of useful employment 
in this Asylum, viz., 83 out of 144 — 41 males and 42 females. Of these, 32 men were 
engaged in agricultural labour, or working in the yards, and the females in making and 
repairing clothing, bedding, assisting in laundry, and other domestic occupations. 

No escape, or attempt thereat, occurred in this Asylum since our last report. 

The amusement of the patients is carefully attended to. Draughts, cards, ball-playing 
music, dancing, and excursions into the country or city, being the principal recreations! 
The Resident Medical Superintendent reports that amusements such as the above have a 
most beneficial effect upon those patients who take part in them; and the excursions, he 
states, are considered a great indulgence at the time, and afterwards afford a subject of 
agreeable conversation and comment. 

The expenditure for the year amounted to £3,306 7s. 9 d., showing an average cost of 
£22 19s. 2 ^d. per head per annum. 

We cannot altogether approve of the dietary, the quantity of meat used being, in our 
opinion, too limited. No solid meat is given to the patients, and the weekly allowance 
for making soup is but 14/5 lbs. of beef and four ox heads. The daily average number 
of patients in the Asylum is 144. Thus the proportion for each is barely 1 lb. of meat in 
the week, and that not in a solid form. In other respects the dietary is not below the 
average either in quantity or quality. 

The farm having hitherto consisted of only eight acres, more than four of which were 
under grass, the agricultural operations were necessarily on a very limited scale. The 
outlay for tlie past year was £37 9*. 5/7., including £11 expended in draining, and the 
produce amounted to £50 10*. — the whole, or nearly so, being used in the Asylum. 

With regard to the relationship of patients to each other, 4 cases only are returned— 
two brothers, and a mother and her son. There is but one patient who contributes towards 
his own support, a pensioner, the yearly payment being £18 5s. There are two other 
pensioners in the Asylum, one with Is. and the other 8(7. per diem, but the amount is 
allowed to go to their wives and families. There arc also two females of a respectable class 
in life, whose families are stated to be in good circumstances, but they do not pay anything. 
Application was made to the Court of Chancery in the case of a female who is entitled to 
a small annuity, to have the amount appropriated for her maintenance in the Asylum, 
but it was refused. 

Four males and three females are subject to violent paroxysms of epilepsy; when attacked 
they are quietly removed to their beds, where they are kept without any restraint until 
the excitement subsides. I 11 the cases, however, of four females, who become occa- 
sionally violent and dangerous, striking the other patients and attendants, the camisole 
has been applied for a short time. 

There are 13 attendants — 5 males and 8 females, exclusive of the domestic servants, 
averaging 1 to 14 patients on tlie male, and 1 to 9 on the female side. The male attend- 
ants have £12, the females £9, and tlie assistant nurses £5 a-year. This is below the 
average rate of wages, and we consider an increase necessary. No person was super- 
annuated from this Asylum during the year. 

Ihe attendance of Governors at the Board meetings, of which there were fifteen in the 
twelve months, averaged five to each meeting, three being sufficient to form a quorum, 
and indicates the interest taken by them in the affairs of the institution. 



BALLINASLOE ASYLUM. 

District: — Counties of Roscommon, Mayo, and Galway, and Town of Galway. 

This Asylum was inspected on five different occasions during the past year, and on the 
whole its condition at each visitation was approved. On the 16th July an entry was 
made to the effect that the Asylum was then in a very satisfactory state, the patients 
carefully attended to, and the day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories clean and well 
ventilated. Two single rooms in No. 5 Division were not altogether in the condition that 
could be desired, owing, as stated, to a want of hot water to wash them out thoroughly. 
Ihe deficiency of the water supply in this Asylum had been the subject of observation m 
our Eleventh Report, and it was then stated that the matter would be immediately brought 
under the special notice of the Board. Accordingly, at the first meeting of Governors for 
the year 1862, held on the 13th January, it was brought forward, at our request, by the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, but was adjourned from meeting to meeting. On the 
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Ballinabioe 22nd November we again reported the Asylum to be in an orderly and cleanly condition, 
the sanitary state of the inmates being most satisfactory, the provisions of good quality, 
and the books regularly kept. Finding that no steps had been taken to provide im- 
proved means of supplying water to the different parts of the house, we commented 
strongly on the deficiency, and urged the Board to take the subject into consideration as 
soon as possible, suggesting that various minor improvements in the kitchen, and through- 
out the house generally, should at the same time be effected. No steps have, however, 
yet been taken in the matter. 

Statistics. The number of patients remaining in this Asylum on 31st December, 1861, was 333 — 
175 males, and 158 females ; 39 males and 30 females were admitted during the year, 
making a total of 402 under treatment. Of these 24 were discharged cured, or 3449 per 
cent, on the admissions. The number resident on 31st December last was 344, the sexes 
being pretty equally divided, viz., 184 males and 160 females ; of these we regret to 
say that the large number of 293 are returned as probably incurable, including idiots 
and epileptics, leaving only 51 probably curable patients in the house at the end of the 
year. The proportion of curable is therefore considerably below the average, but having 
every confidence in the ability and discrimination of the Medical Officers, we do not 
question the accuracy of the classification. The Ballinasloe Asylum has now been thirty 
years in operation, and during that time a large accumulation of incurables must necessarily 
have taken place. We trust, however, that the completion of the new Asylum at Castlebar, 
by relieving Ballinasloe from the Mayo patients, and thereby affording increased means of 
early treatment, will improve the condition of the latter in a curative sense. 

The deaths were above the average this as well as last year — being over 9'60 per cent, 
against 10 per cent, in the preceding year ; yet no epidemic or any unusual cause of mor- 
tality occurred in either year. The causes of death are gitfen as usual in the Appendix, and 
are all more or less connected with the various forms of insanity, differing in no respect 
from the causes which fill up the obituary tables in Lunatic Asylums generally. There 
was no death from violence. 

With regard to the social condition of the inmates, 78 are returned as married, 36 
males and 42 females; 217 being single, 128 males and 89 females; 22 widowed, 3 
males and 19 females; 27 unknown, 17 males and 10 females. The educational con- 
dition of the inmates of the Ballinasloe Asylum is, taking everything into consi- 
deration, not inferior to that in many other Asylums, one-half only being returned 
as unable to read and write ; of the remainder 20 are well educated, 22 can read 
and write well, 85 indifferently, and 36 can read only. With regard to the classification 
of the inmates at the end of the year, 9 were returned as convalescent, 85 quiet and 
orderly, 111 moderately tranquil, and 139 noisy and refractory; 3 imbecile and epileptic 
cases, and 9 with suicidal tendencies. There were 11 relapsed cases admitted in 1862, 
5 males and 6 females ; 4 had been four times in Asylum, 3 three times, 2 twice, and 2 
once. In regard to previous occupations, it appears that of those resident on 31st 
December, 160 belonged to the agricultural classes, including labourers and small farmers, 
male and female ; 54 servants, of whom 48 were females ; and the rest consisted of trades- 
people, mechanics, &c., and 5 members of the Constabulary Force. Seven persons, of 
whom 4 were females, endeavoured to escape, but were prevented. The principal 
causes of insanity are enumerated in 217 cases, 82 being attributed to disease of the brain, 
24 intemperance, 44 epilepsy, 18 hereditary predisposition, 9 effects of climate, 8 conge- 
nital defects, 5 puerperal, and under the head of moral insanity 24, — including religious 
excitement, disappointed affections, loss of property, ill-treatment of husbands, study, 
fright, &c., &c. 

Only five persons are returned as being related to each other : three of one family, 
brother, sister, and cousin, and of another, two brothers. We apprehend that full infor- 
mation on the subject of relationship has not been obtained as regards the inmates of this 
Asylum. 

There were 8 paying patients resident on 31st December, 4 females and 1 male being 
of the better class ; 2 pensioners, and 1 Coast-guard. Their joint contributions amounted 
to only £86 145. 6d. per annum, or an average of £10 17s. Id. each. There were none 
others in the house who were known or supposed to have means that could be appropri- 
ated for their support. 

The daily average number of patients employed in useful occupations throughout 
the year was 106, of whom 12 males only appear to have been constantly engaged 
in agricultural labour — a very small proportion when it is considered that the great 
mass of the inmates belong to the farming classes. It appears, however, that of the 
23 acres of tillage, 6 only are under spade cultivation, the remainder being cultivated 
with the plough. Considerable improvements have been effected in the general appear* 
ance of the grounds ; new walks are in process of being made, and an open dram or 
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sewer, which was not only unsightly but offensive, dangerous for the patients, and injurious Baixihasiob 
in a sanitary view, has been covered in. Twenty males are returned as employed about — 
the house, 9 in miscellaneous employments, and 4 in tailoring and shoemaking. Of the 61 
females, 27 were occupied daily in needlework and knitting, 19 assisting in the laundry 
and 15 in cleaning the house. 

There were 16 cases of violent insanity, in which restraint was used, during the year, Amusements. 
7 males and 9 females. Muffs were used in 4, a camisole in 5, and seclusion for short 
periods in 7 cases. The amusement of the inmates is not neglected ; music and dancing 
parties are held weekly, ball-playing, droughts, and other games are engaged in and 
books and periodicals are supplied to those who are capable of taking pleasure in 
reading, including histories, travels, biographies, “Chambers’s Journal,” &c. We would 
wish, however, to see a regular band established in this institution, the cost being- 
trifling when compared with the benefits which it would confer on the inmates by its 
enlivening influence. It would be desirable also if some ornamentation were introduced 
in the day-rooms and corridors ; a few inexpensive prints and coloured engravings, 
neatly framed, would give a very cheerful appearance to them ; and additional seats 
throughout the house generally arc required. It would also be desirable that the patients 
should, in fine weather, take more walking exercise, and that occasional excursions 
beyond the precincts of the Asylum grounds should be made, under the care of trust- 
worthy attendants— selecting, of course, those patients only who could be relied upon as 
likely to conduct themselves in a quiet and orderly manner, and to derive benefit from 
such an indulgence. 

There are 44 servants attached to this Asylum : 20 male and 24 female. The head 
male attendants’ wages are £20 ; the ordinary attendants, £14, and the assistant 
attendants, £12. The head nurse gets £17 15s., the nurses £9 15s., and the assistants 
£7 15s. The average number of patients is 13 to each attendant on the male side; 
and on the female, 9|. There are 43 associated dormitories, 23 on the male and 20 on the 
female side, with an average of 5 beds in each, the largest having 7, and the smallest 3 - 
beds. There are 134 single apartments, 65 for males and 69 for females. The total 
number of beds in the Asylum on the 31st December was 346, 2 beds only being unoccu- 
pied at that date. No officer or servant of this institution was superannuated during 
the year. 

The attendance of Governors at the various meetings during the year was very 
satisfactory, and illustrates the interest taken by them in the well-being of the institution 
and of its inmates — 13 meetings having been held during the year with an average 
attendance of five Governors at each meeting. 

. The total expenditure of the establishment for the year 1862 amounted to £6,647 2s. 9 d., Expenditure, 
giving an average cost for each patient per head per annum, on the entire outlay, of 
*19 18s. 7 d. The cost of the staff amounts to £1,537 5s. Id., including the sum of 
*323 10s. 8 d. paid to superannuated officers. With regard to the farm, there are 23£ 
acres under tillage, and 12 under grass. The outlay for the year amounted to 

£234 17s. 9 d., the produce to £342 7s. 8d., leaving a net profit of £107 9s. lid. The 
buildings, airing courts, &c., cover an area of 6 acres 2 roods. 

The dietary of this Asylum is not much below the average. None, however, but the 
delicate or sickly patients get solid meat, the ordinary diet being 1 quart of soup on four 
days, and on the remaining three days potatoes and milk — the usual diet of the humble 
classes. Stirabout and milk is, as usual, the fare for breakfast; cocoa and bread for supper. 



BELFAST ASYLUM. 

District: — Counties of Antrim and Down. 

In our last Report the overcrowded condition of this Asylum was dwelt upon, and 
leference made to the steps which had been taken for its relief, by dividing the district 
in o two parts, with a separate Asylum for the County Down, to contain 300 patients, and 
°r which purpose the necessary Order in Council had been issued. 
yj* e accor dingly, in company with our brother Commissioners of Control, visited the 
erent localities in the neighbourhood of Downpatrick which appeared suitable, and 
^in-fely succeeded in selecting a site in every way eligible, and which the Local Com- 
ittee fully approved of. Plans were prepared by an Architect chosen by a Committee 
Ppoiuted by the Grand J ury ; but on being submitted for the approval of the Com- 
nssioners, the latter objected to the great extent of frontage proposed, which reached 860 
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feet. The plans were therefore referred bade to the Architect, who is at present engaged 
in amending them. 

The Belfast Asylum was visited six times during the year, the first minute of inspection 
being dated the 7th March. There were then 369 patients in the house — 199 from Antrim, 
162 from Down, and 8 from the Town of Carrickfergus — every department being over, 
crowded, but particularly on the male side. We were gratified to find on that occasion 
upwards of 70 patients going to a public place of amusement (the Hippodrome), under 
the care of their attendants. A short time previously over 100 patients had attended 
a public concert, accompanied by their band, which played during the intervals of the 
performance. 

The inmates throughout the house generally were well clad, and had the appearance 
of being carefully attended to. There were but 6 patients confined to bed, the sanitary 
state of the Asylum being very satisfactory. 

The associated dormitories, though overcrowded, were neat, orderly, and well venti- 
lated ; and a very great improvement is being effected by the gradual introduction of 
hair mattresses, in place of cocoa-fibre and straw. The day-rooms were for the most 
part very comfortable, but those allocated to the refractory patients at the male side were 
not so clean as they might have been — a remark which applies also to some of the 
corridors ; but the extreme humidity of the weather at the time doubtlessly exercised an 
unfavourable influence, rendering it more difficult to keep them in that state of neatness 
which ordinarily characterizes every department of this Asylum. 

We pointed out the advisability of keeping good fires in all the grates in the main 
* passages in such weather, as giving a more cheerful appearance to the house, as well as 

contributing to the comfort and health of the inmates. The monotonous aspect of some 
of the corridors called for observation, and we suggested that, when next the walls required 
to be whitewashed, they should be slightly tinted. Additional seats were also recom- 
mended, as being necessary for comfort and to give a furnished look to the corridors. 
The female Infirmary was remarkably clean, but the male not so ; the rooms, too, of some 
of the attendants were not so nicely kept as they should be. With the above excep- 
tions, which we felt it our duty to notice, this Asylum, on the 7th March, 1862, was 
deserving of a most favourable report. 

The next minute of inspection was made on the 27th June, when the Asylum was 
found to be clean, in good general order, and well ventilated. The day, unlike that on 
which the previous visitation was made, was exceedingly fine, and the great majority of 
the patients were out of doors, taking exercise, or industriously employed. The male 
side still overcrowded, but the sauitary state of the house very satisfactory. Since the 
former Report, additional seats, as suggested therein, had been provided, but not in 
sufficient quantity. 

The absence of ornamentation in the corridors was again made the subject of com- 
ment, but the apartments of the attendants were much cleaner and more orderly than on 
the former visit. The efficiency of the band, which played a variety of airs with great 
correctness, was deserving of the most favourable mention, and we were happy to find 
that arrangements had been made for giving class instructions in music to the female 
patients. 

Chaplains. Clergymen very rarely visit this Asylum, a circumstance at which we could not but 
express regret, knowing how beneficial religious instruction and observances are found to 
be to the inmates of other Asylums. And we take the present opportunity of intimating 
to your Excellency our conviction of the necessity of having regular Chaplains attached 
to this Institution. 

Defalcation Having received information, to the effect that a case of defalcation had occurred at 
stOTekee* 1 "^ this Asylum, the defaulter being the Clerk and Storekeeper, we proceeded to hold an 
inquiry on oath into the matter, when the facts appeared to be as follows : — 

It is the practice for the Governors to pay all the accounts monthly, and at the meetings 
of the Board — all sums above £5 being paid by cheque, and of Jt5 and under in cash. It 
transpired that, in order to be provided with change for the latter payments, it was the 
custom to get, on the day previous to the day of meeting, a quantity of silver ana 
copper coin, of various denominations, from the bread contractor, but the notes m 
return were not given until after the meeting of the Board — the cheque for the amount 
being only drawn and signed at the meeting. This arrangement was in existence when 
the present Resident Medical Superintendent was appointed, and appears to have been 
considered as a mere ordinary transaction, in which there was nothing objectionable. 

In the middle of April, and between the meetings of the Governors, the Clerk an 
Storekeeper applied to the bread contractor for a sum of £15 in silver, and although i 
was considered by the latter an unusual application, the money was supplied, Ihe day 
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before the next meeting of the Governors, viz., on 5th May, a farther sum of £25 in change Belfast. 
was applied for, and was sent up to the asylum in the usual way by the contractor’s ser- — 
vant, and handed to the Clerkand Storekeeper. These sums constituted the amount of the 
defalcation, the liability for which has devolved upon the contractor, who failed to report 
to the Resident Medical Superintendent that he had not received the notes in change in 
due course. After considerable delay the contractor communicated with the Resident 
Physician, a step which, had he taken in the first instance, would have undoubtedly saved 
him from loss. _ The facts of the case were fully reported to Government, by the Inspectors 
and a communication was made to the asylum authorities, condemning a practice so 
objectionable as that of having any money transactions with contractors beyond the pay- 
ment of their accounts. ^ J 

On the 10th September and 30th December avc reported very favourably on the state 
of the asylum, its sanitary condition being particularly good, and a great improvement 
having been effected by wainscoting some of the Avails on the- female side to a certain 
height, and papering above the Avainscot to the ceiling, an alteration Avhich it is hoped 
will be carried out generally through the house. It Avas remarked that it would be 
desirable to have the meals served up Avith more neatness ; at the same time Ave are fully 
aware that there is a difficulty in the Avay, from the construction of the buildino- and the 
distance of many of the day-rooms from the kitchen ; to obviate Avhich Ave suggested the 
■erection of a refectory, Avhich Avould add very much to the comfort of the patients and 
be a great advantage in the domestic arrangements of the establishment. 

Great attention is paid to the amusement of the patients in this Asylum. Indepen- 
dently of the band Avhich, as already stated, is a source of much enjoyment, a harmo- 
nium has been purchased, and a pianoforte kindly presented by a lady, on Avhich some 
of the female patients perform, enlivening the Avork -hours of their companions. Several 
games, as backgammon, draughts, &c., have also been introduced. 

There Avere 357 patients resident on the 31st December, 1861 — 193 males and 164 Statistics, 
females; 92 admissions occurred during 1862, making a total of 449 under treatment 
for the year — 236 males and 2L3 females; the discharges and deaths amounted to 84, 
leaving 365 resident at the end of the year, being 8 more than at the corresponding 
period of the preceding year — 200 were males and 165 females There Avere 57 patients 
discharged cured and 9 improved, the cures being 61*9 per cent, on the admissions, which 
is an exceedingly high average. Eight of the admissions Avere by authority of the Lord 
Lieutenant, being transferences from gaols in which the patients had been confined as 
dangerous lunatics, hut as regards Avhorn the Resident Medical Superintendent reports that 
they did not differ much, if at all, in their symptoms, &c., from the ordinary class of 
admissions. 84 persons Avere admitted on the authority of the Board. The reason of so 
few cases having been transferred from the gaols of this district is to be found in the 
crowded state of the asylum and the consequent difficulty ,of obtaining vacancies for any 
but those of an urgent nature. 

The ages of 43, or nearly half the number admitted, ranged from under tAventy to 
thirty years, 44 from over thirty to sixty, and 5 from sixty to seventy. Of the number 
discharged cured, the attack previous to admission had been of less than one month’s, 
duration in 21 cases, under three months in 18 cases, and under six months in 10 cases ; 
so that out of 57 persons discharged cured in one year, no less than 49 were recent 
attacks of insanity, Avhile out of the Avhole number under treatment during the year, 
amounting, as stated already, to 449 insane persons, only 8 recoveries took, place among 
those Avliose illness had existed during periods varying from nine months to several years 
prior to admission. It is impossible to lay too much stress on this point, although the 
simple statement of the fact speaks so strongly. Every person having any knowledge of 
he Avorking of asylums, or of the treatment of insanity, knows the paramount import- 
ance that must attach to early admission. Another remarkable feature is that of the 
above number, 10 were under two months in the asylum, 18 under four months, 
under six months, 8 under eight months, and 4 under twelve, months. Such 
acts need 110 comment. Of the admissions, 69 Avere cases of mania, 12 monomania, 9 
Melancholia, and 2 dementia. 233 cases of mania remained in the asylum at the end 
° / ear ’ 24 of mania, complicated with epilepsy ; 32 monomania. ; 67 melancholia; 
and 9 dementia. Only 13 of the. whole number resident are returned as Avell educated ; 
j can rea d and write well; indifferently, 139 ; and 116 who can read only the number 
v cannot read or write being 71. The education, as regards the sexes, appears nearly 
equal, only 40 males out of 200 being illiterate, and 31 females out of 165. 
the single predominate largely, and. the proportion of the sexes is pretty equal— 129- 
ales out of 200, and 109 females out of 165. The numbers of the married also bear a' 

°t unequal proportion, viz., 60 males to 43 females; the widoAvers amounting to 11, and- 
e widows to 13. The classification of the inmates on 31st December, as regards their 

B 
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Beuast. conduct and demeanour is as follows : — convalescent, 45 males and 33 females, total 78; 
— quiet and -orderly, 60 males and 43 females, total 103 ; moderately tranquil, 66 males and 
47 females, total 113; noisy and refractory, 29 males and 42 females, total 71. Thus the 
number of noisy and refractory patients bears but a comparatively small proportion to the 
three other denominations. The imbecile and epileptic amounted to 60, of whom 33 were 
males and 27 females, and there were 24 patients with suicidal tendencies — 14 males and 
10 females. The state as to probability of recovery of those resident on 31st December, 
is set down as follows : — probably curable, 54 males and 45 females, total 99 ; probably 
incurable, 133 males and 102 females, total 235 ; epileptics, 13 males and 18 females, total 
31; The number of probably curable cases is a very favourable feature in this return, 
being over 27 per cent, on the number resident. Twenty relapsed cases were admitted 
during the year, 10 males and 10 females ; of these 11 had been once before confined, 6 
twice, 2 three times, and 1 five times. The classification as regards occupations differs 
here from that which obtains in most other asylums, the agricultural element not pre- 
vailing to so great an extent, and other classes connected with the special manufactures of 
the locality being introduced, as weavers, bleachers, hacklers, &c. Ten soldiers appear on 
the list. The deaths were less then 5 per cent, on the daily average, being only 18. One 
case of suicide occurred, in which a female hung herself from the arm of a tree growing 
on a mound, which was enclosed by a paling 6 feet high. A coroner’s inquest was duly 
held, and a verdict returned in accordance with the facts, the jury adding that there was 
no want of care or attention on the part of the officers or servants of the institution. 

. There, were 10 attempts at escape amongst the men during the year, but all were 
brought back almost immediately. No female escaped. 

Among the supposed causes of insanity, no less than 106 cases come under the general 
head of moral causes. Of these 33 are attributed to anxiety and grief ; 20 to religious 
enthusiasm; 9 despair of salvation; 16 pecuniary losses; 9 fright. Excessive study, 
jealousy, avarice, love-potions, &c., are among the list of causes enumerated under the 
above head ; and one case of insanity occurred in which seduction is the ascribed cause. 
Thirty -three cases appear under the head of intemperance — 21 males and 12 females; in 
27 cases hereditary predisposition is assigned; injury on head in 14, and in 19 cases in- 
sanity was brought on by bodily ailments. The tabular statement from which these are 
taken has evidently been prepared with great care, and shows the anxiety of the Resident 
Medical Superintendent to obtain, doubtless not without difficulty and trouble, all the 
information that can be had, and which may afterwards be brought to bear as a most 
important feature in the treatment of the patients confided to his charge : that it is so the 
large per-centage of cures in this institution, a subject already referred to, sufficiently 
testifies. 

Eight patients are returned as having relatives in the asylum, 6 being connected in the 
degree of second cousins, and 2 in that of aunt and niece. There are no paying 
patients, nor are there any who are known or supposed to have means for their 
support. The return of employment is highly satisfactory; no less than 233, or nearly two- 
thirds, of the patients being on an average engaged daily in useful occupations. A 
greater diversity of employment too is found to prevail in this asylum than in others, 
owing in great measure to local influences. Thus on the male side, weaving, winding, 
warping, &c., appear on the list of occupations, and on the female, spinning, embroider- 
ing, quilting, &c.; a daily average of 20 females being engaged in spinning alone. 
Amongst the list of articles made by the patients, we observe an item of 1,553 hanks of 
linen yarn spun, and 878 yards of linen and calico fabrics woven, besides a great variety 
of articles made for domestic use. 

The camisole is the only form of restraint in use here, and is only applied for the 
shortest possible period, in cases of extreme violence — 28 persons were subjected to it 
during the year, 10 males and 18 females. 

Amusements. Reverting to the general subject of amusements, we find that ample provision for 
recreation has been made ; judiciously chosen periodicals, and fully a dozen illustrated 
and other newspapers are circulated amongst the patients weekly, besides daily and 
other papers. Occasionally too the convalescent and orderly patients are taken out for a 
walk into the country for a few miles, accompanied by their own band, and the Resident 
Medical Superintendent states that this enjoyment of partial liberty outside the walls is- 
anxiously looked for, and greatly exhilarates them, besides having an excellent moral and 
curative effect, by thus confiding in their steadiness and correct demeanour. On Christmas 
Day and other festivals they are treated to some little luxuries, which are much enjoyed 
and appreciated by them. A harvest home is also amongst the yearly celebrations, ana 
during the long winter evenings the quiet and well-behaved patients of both sexes have 
ipusic and dancing, which they greatly delight in. 

inhere are 39 attendants and servants ; of these 12 are on the male side, including 
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female nurse in the hospital ; the average, independent of servants, is 1 attendant to 17 Belfast. 
patients. The head male attendant, who is also a gardener, gets £28 ; 2 attendants, £21 ; ' 

and 8, £16 each. Ihe head female attendant is paid £20 a year, and the rest vary from 
«£8 to £16. There were no superannuation pensions granted during the year. 

With regard to the accommodation, the total number of beds in the asylum is 365, and 
the pressure for admission may be judged from the fact, that the daily average resident 
throughout the year was 363. There are 25 dormitories on the male side, the number 
of beds in each varying from 2 to 11, and 37 single apartments; 20 dormitories on the 
female side, the beds varying from 2 to 15, and 35 single apartments. 

The general interest which the Governors of the Belfast Asylum take in the manage- 
ment of the institution and its inmates is shown in their attendance at the Board meetings-; 

7 of them on the average having attended at each of the 13 meetings held during the year. 

The total expenditure of this asylum for 1862, amounts to £6,817 16s. lid. The 
average cost of each patient per head per annum being £18 15s. 10£&, a very moderate 
sum, considering the ample dietary on which the patients are fed, getting meat or soup 
six times in the week. The details of the dietary will be found in the Appendix. The 
outlay on the farm amounted to £50 16s. Id . ; the produce to £107 5s. 9J., and the 
net profit £56 9s. 2 d. The asylum stands on 52 acres, of which 27 are under spade culti- 
vation, 14 in grass, and the remainder taken up by the building, airing courts, and 
pleasure grounds. 

CARLOW ASYLUM. Carlo*. 

District. — Counties of Carlow, Kildare, and Wexford. 

This asylum was inspected six times in the course of the past year, and though, as usual, inspectors’ 
overcrowded, and unable to meet all the demands for admission made upon it, was found visits " 
on each occasion to be clean and orderly, the patients well attended to, and the day-rooms 
and corridors sufficiently ventilated. 

The first visitation was made on the 15th January, 1862, when an improved system of 
water-closets and lavatories was recommended, and which had been already suggested in 
our Eleventh Report. The deficiency of furniture in the sitting-rooms attracted our 
attention, and we suggested that additional seats should be provided. Hearing that a 
charge had been made against some of the female attendants, of asking for a gratuity 
from the husband of a patient in the asylum, wc directed that the matter should be 
strictly inquired into. An investigation was accordingly held, on oath, when it appeared 
that on one occasion a shilling had been voluntarily given by the party to an Assistant 
Nurse, in the presence of the Head Nurse and another assistant, and that more had been 
promised. Considering that the gratuity had not been demanded, but offered, the 
offence was not thought of sufficient magnitude to call for dismissal ; but, in order- to 
mark the great impropriety of accepting gratuities from the friends of patients, 
the three nurses who were concerned, the one as recipient, and the other two as being 
present and approving, were severally fined. The next visitation was on the 24th March, 
the minute being equally favourable, the corridors, sleeping-rooms, &c., clean and well 
ventilated, the patients tranquil and orderly, and no one under restraint or in seclusion. 

On the 29th April it was again inspected, and reported to be in a very orderly state- — 

5 patients confined to bed by illness, none under restraint, and all carefully attended to. 

The food was examined and reported to be of good quality. 

On the 30th September another favourable minute was made. No. 1 male division was 
not, however, so orderly as usual. The use of freesand, to the extent employed in some 
of the day-rooms and corridors, was considered objectionable, as in no case should it be 
allowed to remain so as to be trodden into the boards. Six patients — two men and four 
women- — were confined to bed by illness ; and the house, as usual, was overcrowded; 

Ihe want of accommodation as regards infirmai’ies, lavatories, baths, water-closets, &c., 
was again the subject of observation. We are, however, aware, that there is a disinclina- 
. l0n on the part of the Governors to incur expense, or to undertake any alterations at 
improvements, until the completion of the new asylum at Enniscorthy for the county of 
k- ave relieved them from the lunatics belonging to that county, when they 
will be in a better position to decide on the nature and extent of the changes which it 
may be necessary to make in the Carlow Asylum. Concurring generally in the justice oi 
.his view, we are, nevertheless, of opinion that, as a considerable time must unavoidably 
intervene before the Wexford Asylum is fit for the reception of patients, whatever can be 
one in the way of minor improvements lending towards their present comforts, and not 
Evolving any great outlay, should be carried out. B2 
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Carlow. There exists a great deficiency of amusements both in and out of doors ; and it is to be 

Amusements regretted that a recommendation to establish a band has not been adopted by the Board 

deficient. -who objected to it on the score of expense. The game of cricket, however, has been 

recently introduced. Cards and draughts, with a few cheap periodicals, and an occasional 
newspaper, are the only indoor recreations. More attention should be devoted to this- 
subject by the local authorities. We are strongly in favour of an occasional excursion 
for the quiet and orderly patients outside the walls of the institution, having observed 
the beneficial influence which such indulgences exercise on the inmates in other 
asylums. 

Statistics. There is a difference of one patient only between the number resident on 31st Decem- 
ber, 1861, and 31st December, 1862, the former being 204, the latter 205 — 110 males and 
95 females. There were 44 admissions — 21 males and 23 females. Discharged recovered 
24 ; improved, 2. Cures, 56 per cent, on admissions, a very high per-centage, and con- 
siderably above the average of cures in asylums generally. Fifteen deaths occurred, all 
from natural causes, being slightly above 7 per cent, on the daily average. Twenty- nine 
of the admissions were ordinary cases, received by order of the Board ; 5 urgent, by the 
Physicians ; and 10 were dangerous lunatics, removed from the gaols of the district by 
warrant of the Lord Lieutenant. Of the 44 lunatics admitted, 4 were under 20 years of 
age ; 15 between 20 and 30 ; 12 from 30 to 40 ; 8 from 40 to 50 ; 4 from 50 to 60 ; and 
1 between 60 and 70. 

The duration of disease previous to admission in those discharged recovered was under 
12 months in 17 cases ; and in 6 cases from 1 to 4 years. A female is reported to have 
been discharged recovered who had been upwards of 10 years insane prior to admission • 
but the vast majority of recoveries in this, as in all the other asylums, take place in recent 
cases of insanity. The length of residence in asylum of those discharged recovered was 
under 2 months in 3 cases ; under 4 months in 4 ; under 6 months in 2 ; under 8 months 
in 3 ; and under 12 months in 5 cases. Thus, out of 24 recoveries, 17 had been less than 
12 months under treatment. The form of disease on admission was mania in 26 instances; 
melancholia in 12 ; monomania in 5 ; and dementia in 1. 

Those resident on 31st December are classified as to disease as follows : — Mania, 114, — 
70 males and 44 females ; monomania, 25, — 14 males and 11 females ; melancholia, 36—12 
males and 24 females ; dementia, 22, — 9 males and 13 females ; epilepsy complicated with 
mania, 8, — 5 males and 3 females. The educational condition of the inmates is about 
upon a par with that which obtains in District Asylums generally : 13 are returned as 
well educated, 33 who can read and -write well, 42 indifferently, and 46 who can readonly. 
The remainder, to the number of 71, are either illiterate or their educational condition 
unknown. The married amount to 40, the widowed 32, of whom 21 are widows and 11 
widowers, being a very large proportion. The single amount to 90, — 59 males and 
31 females ; and there are 43 regarding whom nothing is known in this respect. 
The convalescent are stated at 13, the quiet and orderly insane, 51, the moderately 
tranquil, 66, and the noisy and refractory, 75 ; the females predominating in the latter 
class, being 44 to 31 of the males. There are 30 patients returned as imbecile and epileptic, 
and 11 with suicidal tendencies. The probably curable are returned as 69, — 33 males, 
and 36 females, or 34 per cent, of the total number resident — an exceedingly favourable 
proportion. The incurable lunatics are set down at 106, the idiots, 22, and the epileptics 
8. The relapsed cases admitted amounted to 8, 4 of whom had been once before in 
the asylum, 2 twice, and 2 three times. Over one-half of the inmates of this asylum 
belong to the agricultural and servant classes, 79 to the former and 29 to the latter ; 12 
are put down under the heading of clerks and shop assistants, 6 soldiers, and 3 members 
of the Constabulary force. With regard to the causes of death, nearly one-half the 
number are attributable to pulmonary disease, 3 males and 4 females having died front 
that cause alone during the year. One patient, a male, attempted suicide by tying a cord 
round his neck at night, but fortunately did not succeed. Two male patients escaped, one 
of whom was brought back at the expiration of two days, the other after the lapse ot a 
few hours ; a third made an unsuccessful attempt to get away. 

In the list of supposed causes of mental disease, 66 cases are set down as hereditary, 

34 male and 32 female ; 36 intemperance, — 27 male and 9 female ; and the large 
number of 45 are attributed to moral causes, as grief; fright, love, jealousy, loss ot 
property, religious fervour, excess of study, &c. ; 14 to self-abuse, 6 to fever, and in 
34 cases the cause is unknown. With regard to relationship, 8 of the inmates are known 
to be related — 2 brothers, an uncle and niece, 2 first cousins, and an aunt and niece. 
There are two paying patients in the Asylum, a farmer and an excise officer, both 
of whom contribute the annual average cost of patients, amounting this year to 
£19 2 s. 6 d. No other inmates are known or supposed to have means for their support. 

The daily average number employed is 120, — 56 males and 64 females. Of the males,

are employed in farm and garden work, the remainder in miscellaneous employments Cam-ow. 
about the house. The females are occupied in needlework, spinning, reeling, assisting in 
laundry, kitchen, and other domestic occupations. 

Restraint was used in four cases, from an hour to two hours at a time, arm-straps being 
the appliances. In seven instances seclusion was had recourse to during paroxysms of 
excitement, and was continued from three to four hours. 

There are 8 male and 12 female attendants, not including the extern and domestic 
servants, being an average of 1 to 14- on the male, and 1 to 8 on the female side. The 
wa^es of the male attendants vary from £10 10<s. to £12 12s. and of the females, from 
£ 5 ° 5s. to £8 8s. — the scale being, in our opinion, too low to secure the permanent services 
of efficient attendants. No officer or servant was superannuated during the year. 

With regard to the sleeping-room accommodation, there are 8 dormitories and 45 single 
apartments on the male side — 0 dormitories contain 4, one 19, and one 23 beds; 8 dor- 
mitories and 44 single apartments on the female side — six of the dormitories have 4, one 
7, and one 20 beds; giving accommodation for 111 males and 95 females — total, 206 ; the 
daily average resident throughout the year being 201. The monthly Board meetings, 
prescribed by the Privy Council Rules, were regularly held, an average of four Governors 
attending at each. 

The expenditure for the year amounts to £3,902 2s. 2d., the average cost of each 
patient per head per annum on the entire outlay being £19 2.s. 6f<i. This Asylum stands 
on 14 acres 2 roods, only 4 acres 1 rood being under buildings, airing courts, &c., 3 acres 
3 roods under grass, and 6 acres 2 roods in tillage. The outlay on the farm for the year 
was but £27 Os. 8 d. ; the pi’oduce, £105 19s. Gd. ; the net profit £78 18s. 10<i. The 
products of the farm were used for the most part in the house, a small portion only, 
amounting to £14 10s. 8 d., having been brought to market. 

A variety of articles for the wear of the inmates, and for household use, were made by 
the female patients, and all the clothing, bedding, &c., of the establishment was kept in 
repair by them during the year. 

With regard to dietary, we think that some improvement should be effected by giving Dietary, 
a more liberal allowance of meat in the week, as at present on four days they get simply 
bread with mixed milk. On the other three days a quart of good beef soup with the 
meat of which it is made, vegetables, and bread, constitute the fare. Breakfast consists 
of stirabout and milk, and supper of eight ounces of bread and a pint of cocoa, with milk 
and sugar. The invalids and delicate patients get extra diet, as mutton chops, beefsteak, 
tea, wine, porter, &c., as the Medical Officers may direct. 



CLONMEL ASYLUM. cwno 

District. — North and South Ridings of Tipperary. 

The most important subject of observation with regard to the Clonmel district is the Additional 
opening of the Additional Asylum, and which has just been effected. The particulars sy um ‘ 
connected with the purchase of the workhouse and adjoining grounds were given in our 
last Report, and need not therefore be now dwelt on. The necessary alterations and 
arrangements for adapting the building to the purposes of an asylum were carried on 
with all proper despatch, and as they drew near completion, towards the close of the 
year, orders in Council were passed appointing the principal officers, and establishing the 
institution “to be a Lunatic Asylum for the said district in addition to. the existing 
Clonmel District Lunatic Asylum.’’ The next few weeks were occupied in providing 
bedding, furniture, and household requisites, engaging servants and attendants, and 
fitting up and preparing the place for occupation, duties which were efficiently per- 
formed under the direction of the Resident Medical Superintendent, who, having pre- 
viously filled a similar position in the District Asylum at Maryborough, was thoroughly 
conversant with all the details of asylum management. • • l 

It had been at first intended to make this institution a mere branch of the origma 
District Asylum at Clonmel, with a staff subordinate to and under the immediate control 
of the Resident Medical Superintendent of that establishment. It was found, however, 
on consideration, more expedient to keep the two houses separate as far as such could, con- 
sistently be done, and the opportunity of obtaining the services of an experienced Resident 
Medical Superintendent was availed of for that purpose, by the transfer of the Kesiden 
Medical Superintendent of the Maryborough Asylum thereto. We proceeded, therefore, 
to draw up a code of rules, under the 5th sec. of the 1st and 2nd Geo. IV ., c. 66, lor tne 
regulation and management of the additional asylum, in accordance with the altered, views 
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Clokmel. formed with regard to the relations which should exist between the two houses, and which 
were duly sanctioned by the Lord Lieutenant in Council. The arrangements being com- 
pleted, a portion of the patients were drafted from the old asylum on 13th December, 1862, 
and their places filled up by lunatics from the gaol of the South Riding, in which they had 
so long been a source of trouble and dissatisfaction, and where their detention was detri. 
mental to prison discipline and injurious to themselves. These will be followed imme- 
diately by the lunatics confined in the North Riding Gaol at Nenagh to the number of 
twenty-three, and for whose transference the necessary authority of your Excellency has 
just been sought. The next step on our part will be to make a careful selection of all 
the suitable cases of lunacy now in the workhouses of the district ; and we trust that the 
accommodation afforded by the additional asylum at Clonmel will exercise at an early 
period a marked influence as regards the condition of the insane generally throughout this 
extensive county, and prove a source of satisfaction to the local authorities, and more 
particularly to the Governors of the District Lunatic Asylum, whose co-operation in 
carrying out the necessary arrangements, fiscal and other, was cordially given. 

The additional asylum, though intended mainly for chronic cases where bodily debility 
is combined with mental disease, is not calculated for cases of that description in which 
special supervision is required, the means and appliances for the treatment of violent and 
dangerous cases not being available, or rather the advantages for treatment being greater 
and the attendants more experienced at the old asylum, we consider that all lunatics 
manifesting dangerous tendencies should remain there, and the quiet and harmless incu- 
rables only be received into the additional asylum, at least for some time to come, when, 
should it be found expedient, another classification may be made. 

Statistics. There were in the asylum on the 31st December, 1862, 89 male and 74 female patients, 
total, 163; including 34 patients in the additional asylum. 

There were 47 admissions during the year — 27 males and 20 females ; discharges, 2 
males and 10 females; deaths, 12 — 5 males and 7 females. Total number of discharges 
and deaths, 77. 

Of the discharges, 1 male only, and 9 females, are returned as cures, being but 22 per 
cent, on admissions ; and only 32 out of the whole number resident are reported as probably, 
curable. This per-centage of cures is materially below the general average, but the 
accumulation of incurables in this asylum, owing to the insufficiency of the accommoda- 
tion, and the impossibility of giving prompt admission to recent and acute cases of insanity, 
has been long a cause of complaint, and has placed this asylum in an unfavourable position 
as regards curative advantages compared with others. Now, however, that the additional 
asylum has been established to afford the relief so greatly needed, by taking from the 
parent house the greater portion of its incurable inmates, we anticipate the most satisfac- 
tory results, as, under the experienced Medical Officers of this institution, there is no 
reason why, with equal advantages,, it should not reach as high a per-centage of cures as 
any other asylum in Ireland. 

Dietary. The dietary is of a good description — the breakfast consisting of stirabout or bread 

and new milk ; and dinner (on four days in the week) of prime beef, at the rate of 56 lbs. 
to 100 patients, made into soup, -with peas, rice, and vegetables, and 12 oz. bread to working 
men and women, and 8 oz. to the unemployed. Bread and new-milk gruel are given 
on the other three days; and bread and milk for supper. The sick or delicate are placed 
on special dietary, according as the Medical Officers may see fit. 

The total expenditure for support and maintenance, including various outlays for the 
additional asylum (no separate account having been opened -with the bank up to the close 
of the 3 'ear), is £4,019 \s. ld. Henceforward a separate account for each Asylum will 
be kept. 

inspectors’ Th e number of visitations to the Clonmel Asylum during the year amounted to eight, 
the Inspectors having had occasion to go down specially two or three times to meet the 
local authorities, and confer with them on matters of detail, relating to the additional 
asylum. The first minute of inspection is dated 6 th May, and describes the condition 
of the asylum and its inmates as being very satisfactory, the house remarkably clean and 
orderly, and the appearance of the patients affording the best proof of the attention 
bestowed upon them. At subsequent visits we reported in equally favourable terms, 
nor had we, at any of our numerous visits, to express disapprobation with respect to 
the general state of the asylum or of the patients, either as regards the cleanliness 
and regularity observed in the various divisions, corridors, day-rooms, and sleeping 
apartments, or the personal care and attention given to the well-being of the lunatics, 
whether in clothing, dietary, or social comforts. The wainscoting and colouring 
of the day-rooms, and tinting the ceilings of the corridors, together with the orna- 
mentation of the walls by means of pictures, has given to the interior of the: establish* 
meat; an air of general cheerfulness, very much to be commended. 
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Of the 47 patients admitted in tlie course of the year, 37 were received from gaol by 'Cionmel. 
warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, 35 dangerous lunatics, and 2 lunatics charged with 
offences. Six persons were admitted between the ages of 10 and 20 ; ten from 20 to 30 ; 
ten, 30 to 40 ; seven, 40 to 50 ; twelve, 50 to 60 ; and two, 60 to 70. 

Although so few were discharged cured, the invariable rule prevails ; 8 out of the 10 
patients cured were recent cases of insanity, and 5 were less than 6 months under treat- 
ment in the asylum. Nineteen of the admissions were cases of mania; 1 monomania; 

5 melancholia; 12 dementia; 4 imbecility and epilepsy; and 6 idiocy. The following is 
the classification of patients resident on 31st December: — 87 mania; 3 monomania; 12- 
melancholia; 33 dementia; 14 imbecility and epilepsy; and 14 idiocy. Eleven are 
returned as well educated ; 39 who can read and write more or less perfectly ; 20 who 
can read only; and 94 who can neither read nor write, or respecting whose education 
nothing is known. The married bear a larger proportion than usual to the single, being 
54, 30 males and 24 females, to 84, 44- males and 40 females. There are also 7 widowers 
and 4 widows, the condition as to marriage being unknown in 14 cases. 

Twenty-one are returned as convalescent ; 86 quiet and orderly insane ; 29 moderately 
tranquil; and 27 noisy and refractory. There are 19 imbecile and epileptic cases, but 
none returned as having suicidal tendencies. Five relapsed cases only were admitted 
during the year, 1 male and 4 females. 

Under the heading of previous occupations, 50 males are returned as farm labourers, 
and 42 females as servants ; 3 soldiers, and 2 members of the Constabulary. In 53 
cases it is stated that nothing is known, an omission to be regretted, as it is of import- 
ance in a statistical sense to know the class or condition of life to which the insane belong, 
and it- would seem to be a point of information not difficult to obtain in the first instance 
by making due inquiries. The deaths, 12 in number, amount to 8 per cent, on the daily 
average resident, all from natural causes, phthisis being assigned in 5 cases ; paralysis 
in 3 ; decay of nature, 2 ; and dysentery and scrofula, 1 each. There was no suicide 
or attempt thereat in this asylum during the year, nor did any of the patients attempt 
to escape. 

The supposed cause of mental disease is stated to be loss of lands, &c., in 23 cases ; Gaol cases, 
grief in 7 ; religious enthusiasm, 3 ; disappointments, 8 ; irregularity of life, 13 ; and the 
large number of 109 cases are returned as being unknown, with an observation that 
they are chiefly gaol cases, with whom no information comes to the asylum. On this 
point it is to be observed, that in consequence of representations made regarding the 
deficiency of information furnished with lunatics committed to gaols, we drew up ‘‘ a 
form to accompany the copy of committal in each case,” which has been circulated 
to the magistracy by order of Government, and in which the age, religious persuasion, 
class of life, occupation or calling, and what means of support, probable cause of mental 
derangement, and other particulars connected with the previous history of the lunatic, 
together with the statement of the medical practitioner called in by the committing 
magistrates under the Act, are embodied. This form is now in general use ; and in 
the orders transmitted to the Governors of gaols for the removal of lunatics to asylums, 
they are distinctly required to send “ all papers having reference to the case, except the 
warrant of committal,” to the asylum with the lunatic, and it is to be hoped that in 
future special application will be made to the Governors of the gaols in any case in 
which they may fail to comply with the instructions issued to them by Government on 
this subject. 

It does not appear that any payment has been received for patients from private 
sources, although two cases are returned, a male and female, whose relatives are said to 
have means, and one male who has a farm of his own. The proportion of employed to 
unemployed is satisfactory, 109 patients on an average being usefully occupied through- 
nut the year, 60 males and 49 females. Of the males 35 are engaged in agricultural 
labour ; of the females 20 in sewing and knitting, 14 in the laundry, and 15 in various 
domestic duties. 

One pale patient of determined homicidal propensities has been subjected by day to 
mechanical restraint, by confining one arm. The Resident Medical Superintendent states 
that if this precaution were not adopted he would attempt murder on the first opportunity 
that offered. 

The amusement of the patients is pretty well provided for, hand-ball and foot-ball being Amusements, 
practised outside, while dominoes, cards, dancing, reading, and music constitute the recrea- 
tions within doors. We should be glad to see a regular band established here, as well as 
Jn i!;|I other asylums. . . 

, lue wages of the attendants are tolerably fair, the head attendant receives £2 a year, 
the ordinary attendants £15, and the assistants £8 8s., and upwards. The head nurse 
gets £12, the others from £8 8s. to £10, and the assistants from £6 6s. to ±-7 ids. 
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Clonmel. There are 10 male and 9 female attendants, exclusive of domestic servants of 1 to 9 
patients on the male, and 1 to 8 on the female side. One female was superannuated on 
a pension of £9 3s. 6d., but the sanction of the Inspectors, as required by the Act has 
not yet been given to it, the papers having been referred to the Audit Commissioners 
by the Board. The sleeping accommodation is distributed in the following manner •— 
7 dormitories, including the hospital, on each side, and 16 single apartments The dormi- 
tories contain from 4 to 22 beds, and the amount of accommodation for each sex is pre- 
cisely the same. ^ 

There were 13 Board meetings during the year, with a full attendance of Governors 
the average being 5 to each meeting. 1 

The outlay on the farm amounted to £92 18s.; the produce, £258 2s.; net profit 
£165 4s. The crops sold realized £188 2s., and the articles consumed in the’ house’ were 
valued at £70. The quantity of land is 20 acres Irish, of which 12 are under spade 
cultivation, 4 under grass, and 4 under buildings, airing courts, &c. A great variety of 
articles of wearing apparel, bedding, &c., were made by the female patients, besides the 
repairs done in the course of the year. 

The dietary has been already observed upon as being of good quality; the quantity of 
food, &c., of various kinds consumed will be found in the Appendix. 1 

The American stove cooking apparatus in use at this Asylum is found to answer 
admirably, and the food is prepared and served in a very satisfactory manner. 



CORK ASYLUM. 

District : — County and City of Cork. 

The first minute of inspection of this asylum, which was visited on seven occasions in 
1862, is dated 17th February, when a very satisfactory report was made on its general 
condition. The corridors, day-rooms, dormitories, &c., were uniformly neat and orderly. 
The only deficiency noticed was in regard to the want of fires in the corridors, it being 
essential in cold, damp weather, particularly at that season of the year, to keep up a 
uniform heat within doors. . The epileptic and idiotic divisions at either side of the house 
were remarkably clean — a circumstance which affords the best indication of the state of a 
Lunatic Asylum. The patients were well clad, the different servants in their proper 
places,, and the sanitary condition of the institution very satisfactory. The next 
visitation occurred on 3rd June, when we again reported favourably, observing on the 
cleanliness and orderly appearance of the day-rooms, dormitories, corridors, bedding, &c., 
throughout the house, adding that so far as the comforts of the patients are concerned 
with in doors, due attention seems to be paid to them. We regretted, however, to be 
obliged to express our unqualified disapproval of the airing yards, particularly of those 
attached, to the female divisions. Considering that over sixty acres of land belong to the 
asylum it was melancholy to see that the only exercise court for the females of No. 1 
to ^ 1V1SI containing 93 individuals, was not more than 100 feet long and about 
’ an< * was suggested that the ground at the rere should be opened all along 
j umlding to increase the space for airing yards, and the high walls lowered so as to 
admit, freer ventilation. The. farm was better cropped and much cleaner than heretofore; 
the front grounds were beginning to get into good trim, and that at the western side 
ol the house a terrace was being laid down. It was noticed that a thick green moss 
ad begun to show itself on some portion of the slating at the north aspect of the buildings, 
growth COnse ^ ucnt ^ recommended that precautions should be taken against its further 

The.samtary state of the asylum continued to be satisfactory, 14 patients only out of 
489 being confined to bed by illness. One patient, a female, was under restraint. All the 
patients ivere examined, and amongst them were three whom the Resident Medical 
Superintendent considered fit to be discharged. With regard to these, an official entry 
was made, to the effect that the detention of patients when recovered is, after a certain 
time of probation, likely to re-act upon them, and that therefore they should be sent 
home, under the new r Privy Council code, wdiich empowers Boards of Governors to defray 
the expenses of their return. 

Minutes of a favourable character were also entered at subsequent inspections, the 
last being dated 27th September, on which occasion the Asylum was visited specially for 
the purpose, of examining, into the efficiency of the heating apparatus at the female side of 
the house m the epileptic and idiotic divisions. After minute inquiries we were of 
opinion that a similar apparatus might be setup at the male side, but confined to the like 
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division. It was observed that the approach to the corridors from the refractory airino- courts Cork. 

stood in need of being repaired, and it was recommended to flag the outer passage which — 

in wet weather becomes a mass of mud, from which cause the flooring of the galleries 
and day-rooms was frequently wet and dirty. Going over the farm it appeared to be 
very judiciously cultivated, the crop of vegetables being so luxuriant and over-abundant 
that it would be necessary to dispose of a quantity of them by sale, as they were maturing 
more quickly than they could possibly be consumed in the establishment. We were 
glad to observe that the acclivities at the rare of the building were being laid down 
to much advantage, and directed the attention of the Board to a point of some im- 
portance— viz., the insufficiency of protection which, the present boundary wall of the city 
reservoir (which adjoins the asylum grounds) affords against the possibility of accidents 
to the patients. Being of unequal height, and in some places not raised six feet above the 
level of the ground, it is needless to remark what unfortunate results might ensue therefrom 
in an Institution containing 500 lunatics. The passages leading to the reservoir appeared 
also to be rather insecure. The Board passed resolutions founded on the above, directing 
that the necessary steps should be taken to carry out the suggestions of the Inspectors! 

Measures have accordingly been adopted with that object, and the works are now in 
progress. Amongst the improvements recently effected, the erection of four sculleries for 
the use of the divisions may be enumerated as tending greatly to domestic convenience 
facilitating the work of the servants, and contributing to cleanliness and regularity through! 
out the house, particularly after meal-times. 

A supply of water at high pressure, with a view to the safety of the asylum in case 
of fire, has also been obtained, after much consideration and consultation with profes- 
sional persons as to the best means of securing ; and the heating apparatus for the idiotic 
and epileptic male division is completed. 

There were 479 lunatics in this asylum on 31st December, 18G1, against 502 at the Statistics, 
close of the past year, showing an increase of 23 in the twelve months. '’Of the 502, 255 
were males and 247 females. The admissions during the year amounted to 171 — 98 
males and 73 females. There were 105 discharged, of whom 94 were cured — 49 males 
and 45 females, — being 54‘97 per cent, on admissions. The deaths were 43 — 16 males and 
27 females, or 8*75 per cent, on the daily average resident. Of the admissions 38 were 
dangerous lunatics, transferred from gaol by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, 51 were 
ordinary cases admitted on the authority of the Board, and 66 as urgent by the Physicians. 

Thirteen were lunatics charged with minor offences, and three had been detained in 
default of surety to keep the peace. These two latter classes were also admitted from 
gaol by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant. Of the lunatics admitted 15 were under twenty 
years of age, 68 between twenty and thirty, 36 between thirty and forty, 31 between 
forty and fifty, 13 between fifty and sixt} f , 6 between sixty and seventy, and 2 upwards 
of seventy years. The next return is one of singular interest — viz., “Duration of 
disease previous to admissions in those discharged recovered during the year.” In it 
we find, that of the 94 persons discharged recovered, 62 had been less than a month ill 
previous to admission, 16 under three months, and 10 under a year. Only six recoveries 
occurred in cases in which the parties had been a year and upwards affected previous to 
admission. Nothing could possibly be more conclusive on the subject of early admissions, 
r rom the return showing the length of residence of those discharged recovered, it appeal’s 
that 19 were under two months in the asylum, 16 under four, 15 under six, 13 under 
eight, and so on in a graduated scale, the recoveries decreasing in proportion to the 
length of residence in the asylum. The form of disease in those admitted is stated to 
he mania in 118 cases; melancholia, 24; dementia, 14; monomania, 9; epilepsy, 4; and 
idiocy, 2. 

Ihe patients resident on 31st December are classified as to disease as follows : — Mania, 

206 ; monomania, 46 ; melancholia, 62 ; dementia, 116 ; epilepsy, 37 ; idiocy, 35. The 
educational condition of the inmates of the Cork Asylum is comparatively of a superior 
order : 40 are returned as well educated, 60 who can read and write well, 119 
indifferently, 58 who can read only, 160 who cannot read or write, and 55 unknown, 
the married bear a very unequal proportion to the single, being only 100 to 375 ; and 
the widowed 27, of whom 5 are widowers and 22 widows. The patients are classified 

to their conduct and demeanour as follows: — Convalescent, 35; quiet and orderly, 

402; moderately tranquil, 156; noisy and refractory, 109. The imbecile and epileptic 
amounted to 128, the suicidal to 18 : 264 are set down as probably curable, the 
®mles and females being equally divided ; 166 probably incurable — 89 males and 77 
emales„; 35 idiots, and 37 epileptics. The probably curable present a very favourable 
Proportion, being considerably over half the number resident. There were 37 relapsed 
oases admitted during the year, of whom 24 had been once in asylum before, 8 twice, 
e res t from three to seven times. As usual the majority of the inmates belong^ to the 
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Cobk. agricultural and servant classes. There are 139 labourers, 53 farmers and farm servants 

“ and 64 domestic servants. Ten seamen and fishermen appear on the lists, 8 discharged 

soldiers, and 2 Constabulary men. The rest are made up of traders, artizans, mechanics 
&c. One patient, a female, committed suicide by hanging herself, while a portion of the 
nurses were attending divine service, the means used being a sheet of her bed. An inquest 
was held, and a verdict found in accordance with the facts, the jury being unanimously 
of opinion “that there was, when she did so, want of due care to prevent her;” the nurse 
in immediate charge was accordingly dismissed, the only punishment which, under the 
circumstances of the case, could be inflicted on her. 

Three male patients escaped during the year — one over the boundary wall near which 
he was at work. He was immediately pursued, and brought back by the attendant in 
charge of him. The others escaped at night from their sleeping rooms by breaking the 
fastenings of the windows and lowering themselves to the ground, but were both retaken. 
The supposed cause of mental disease has been but imperfectly ascertained as regards the 
inmates of the Cork Asylum, being returned as unknown in the large number of 240 cases, 
whilst the social condition of every patient in the asylum appears to be known, and the 
previous occupations are given in all but 62 cases. Of the causes assigned, 98 come 
under the general head of moral causes: including grief, 22; religious fervour, 23 ; reverses, 
14 ; love, 7 ; jealousy, 5, &c. Thirty -two cases are stated to proceed from hereditary 
predisposition, and 21 from intemperance. 

There are 21 patients who have one or more relatives in the asylum at present, and 3 
who have had relatives in it on former occasions. The number of paying patients in the 
house is‘5, and the annual payments amount to £73 13.?., being an average of £14 14s. 6d. 
per annum each. Another patient, who holds a large farm, is considered capable of paying 
for his maintenance, but does not contribute to it, having been received as a dangerous 
lunatic from the county gaol. 

A daily average of 285 patients is returned as having been usefully employed through- 
out the year ; of these 49 males were engaged in agricultural labour and gardening, 35 
in miscellaneous employments, 26 cleaning house. The other occupations are shoe- 
making, tailoring, carpentry, smithwork, &c. Of the females, 87 were engaged in needle- 
work and knitting, 19 assisting in the laundry, 27 cleaning house, and 17 in miscellaneous 
employments. Some of the female patients were occasionally engaged in weeding — an 
occupation not at all objectiouable for those who had been accustomed to field labour. 
The quantity of apparel and articles of domestic use, bedding, &c., made and repaired in 
the course of the year was very large. 

The number of patients placed in seclusion or under restraint during the year was 
14 — 1 male and 13 females. The form of restraint in nine cases was the strait -waistcoat, 
and in the other five, seclusion in the padded room, the duration varying according to the 
circumstances in each case. 

Amusements. The amusement of the patients is duly attended to at this asylum, excepting in the 
matter of books, periodicals, newspapers, &c., the want of which must be much felt 
by those who are capable of deriving pleasure from reading, particularly in bad weather 
when they cannot go out of doors. The means of indoor amusement supplied to 
them are bagatelle, draughts, cards, dominoes, race game, &c., and a monthly ball is 
held. We regret to say that the band has not quite answered our expectations, but 
little progress having been made in acquiring a knowledge of music; still the marked 
success attained in other asylums, and the good effects produced upon the patients by 
the introduction of such an element of cheerfulness, inclines us strongly to recommend 
its continuance, believing that by a judicious selection of those patients and attendants- 
who manifest a taste for music, and perseverance in their instruction, an efficient band 
may yet be formed. The patients are not taken on excursions outside the asylum 
bounds, but we would be glad to see the practice gradually introduced, knowing the 
good effect that such indulgences have elsewhere. A few of the most tranquil and 
well-behaved might be allowed out occasionally under the care of well-chosen attendants. 
A ball-court is in course of erection on an improved plan, covered in, and furnished with 
a gallery, so that it can be used in wet weather, and a number of patients will be 
accommodated as spectators of the game. There are 19 male attendants and 21 females. 
The wages of the males are from £10 16s. to £14 8s. ; of the females, from £6 to 
£10 16s. The average is 1 to 13£ patients on the male, and 1 to 12 on the female. 
No officer or servant of this asylum was superannuated during the year. The number 
of dormitories is 58 (29 on the male and 29 on the female side), with from 4 to 12 beds 
in each, including infirmaries. The single apartments are 64 for males and 69 for 
females ; the total number of beds in the asylum being 521 — 269 for males and 252 for 
females. The meetings of the Board, of which eighteen were held during the year, five 
of them being special, were most numerously attended, over 7 Governors on an average 
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having teen present at each. The proceedings of the Board are minuted with regularity Coot. 

and accuracy of detail, and copies duly furnished to the Inspectors, in accordance with ~ 

the Privy Council rules. Ihe total outlay for the year amounts to £8,310 19s. Id. the 
average cost of each per head per annum calculated thereon being £16 18s. 6£d so that 
this asylum supports its patients at a lower rate than any other asylum in Ireland— a 

subject to which we shall presently refer. The farm consists of 31 acres 27 under tillage 

and 4 in grass ; the building, airing-courts, Ac. , stand on 26 acres, making a total of 57 
acres. The outlay on the farm was £289 19s. 14, the produce £422 17s 9 d of which 
£107 19s. 2d. went to market, the remainder being used in the house. The net. profit on 
the year’s operations was£132 18s. 84 ; and, on the whole, the new Land Steward appointed 
early in the last year lias given general satisfaction, and the grounds under his manage- 
ment, as before stated, have begun to assume a more cultivated and less rugged appear, 
ance than heretofore. F 

Adverting to the low average cost for the maintenance of patients in this asylum, we 
find that the dietary is not so generous as it might. The breakfast is seven ounces of tenance - 
oatmeal made into stirabout, ancl a pint of skimmed milk, at 3 d. per gallon, which is not 
half the price of ordinary milk, and certainly not so nutritious. The dinner consists on 
four days of pints of soup, made from six ounces of beef, at 3 fad. per lb., .with § lb. 
of bread for males and £ lb. for females. On two days f lb. bread for males and 
\ lb. for females, with a pint of skimmed milk, except the farm labourers, who are 
allowed § lb. of pork in lieu of milk. On Friday the dinner is 3^ lbs. of potatoes for 
men and 3 lbs. for women, with a pint of skimmed milk ; and the supper on every day 
consists of 6 ounces of bread and a pint of skimmed milk. Several complaints were 
made during the year respecting the quality of the bread supplied, and on three occasions 
it was rejected, and the amount paid for the article purchased instead, viz., £2 2s. 5d. 
above the contract price, deducted. The meat was also found fault with on various 
occasions, and was six times rejected, the sum of £7 11s. 9 d. which was paid over and 
above the contract price being deducted from the contractor’s account. The House 
Steward was also fined a month’s salary, and reprimanded by the Board for not exercising 
a stricter supervision regarding the quality of the meat sent into the house. With a 
difference of £4 4s. 2d. existing between this and other asylums in the general average 
cost of support and maintenance, the dietary scale may very reasonably be improved, 
and placed more nearly on a par with that which obtains in those Institutions in which 
a liberal allowance is given. 

The Turkish bath established here two years ago continues, as reported by the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, to fulfil the expectations which were formed from the results of 
its earlier trials with the patients. The average number taking the bath daily was 60 — 

30 men and 30 women — and its salutary effects have been, as hitherto, of a marked 
character. 



KILKENNY ASYLUM. 

District : — County and City op Kilkenny. i 

No change that demands special notice has taken place in this institution during the 
past twelve months. It was visited by the Inspectors five times, the first being on the 
7th January. There were then 155 patients in the house — 85 males and 70 females ; 
133 chargeable to the county and 22 to the city. There were 15 vacancies for females, 
but none for males. The general condition of the asylum was found to be satisfac- 
tory, the day-rooms, corridors and dormitories clean and well ventilated, with an ample 
supply of firing in them. The bedding throughout the house was reported to be good, 
but it was observed that no matting had been provided to place between the ticking and 
iron framework, to save the former from ironmould. The sanitary state of the inmates 
was pronounced to be very satisfactory, one patient only being confined to bed by illness. 
Ihe females capable of working were industriously employed, and.a number, of the males 
at work on the grounds, which are much improved. The meat, bread, milk, groceries 
and other articles of food were also inspected, and appeared to be of good quality. We 
made an entry respecting the deficient supply of hot water for laundry purposes, 
suggesting that means should be taken to remedy the defect. The deficiency of linen 
ana blanketing in the house, as reported by the Matron, was also observed upon with 
a view to calling the attention of the Visiting Committee to the subject. The next 
minute of inspection is dated 7th April, and speaks very favourably of the state in 
which the asylum was found, and of the careful and judicious attention paid to the 
patients. Arrangements were made relative to questions arising, out of the new Privy 
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Kilkenny. Council rules, and the manner in which they should be carried out by the Resident 
— Medical Superintendent and Matron respectively, and an entry to that effect was placed 

upon the books of the asylum. The seats introduced into the corridors were remarked 
as being a great improvement, and it was suggested that the walls should be wainscoted 
and painted. , . . „ 

At the inspections made on the 12th July and 19th September a similar state of things- 
was found to exist, and minutes of an equally satisfactory nature were made. The 
various departments were clean and orderly, and the house all through particularly well 
ventilated. The patients were all inspected, and their appearance commended. The 
sanitary condition of the establishment was also mentioned in terms of approval, three 
patients only being confined to bed, and their illness not of a serious character. One 
female, with a strong tendency to self-destruction, was under a very mild form of restraint. 
The neatness with which the pleasure grounds are kept, as also the appearance of the 
’ kitchen garden and farm, was remarked upon. Some suggestions were made regarding 
the improvement of the drying-closets attached to the laundry, and which can be effected 
at a trifling cost. . T x , 

The last inspection was made on the 11th December, and again the Inspectors had to 
report in favourable terms of the general condition of this asylum. The male side of the 
house being full, it was thought advisable, in order to meet the demands for admission of 
urgent and curable cases, to recommend that some of the quiet and hopelessly demented 
should be sent to their unions, where, with care and a more liberal dietary than is given 
to ordinary paupers, they might be safely located, and thus ensure the means of treatment 
in the asylum to parties who would be likely to benefit thereby. 

Statistics. There were in this asylum on the 31st December, 1861, 154 patients— 84 males and 70 
females ; and the number at the corresponding period of the year just expired was 164 — 
88 males and 76 females, — showing an increase of 10 patients in the year. The admissions, 
amounted to 26—15 males and 11 females— giving a total of 180, or 99 males and 81 
females, under treatment during the year. Nine patients were discharged, of whom 8 were 
cured and one improved, averaging 32 per cent, on the admissions. Seven died during 
the year, all from natural causes, being but 4 - 51 per cent, on the daily average under 
treatment. Thirteen were admitted by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant from gaol — 12' 
as dangerous lunatics, and one a lunatic charged with a petty offence. Seven, were 
admitted as ordinary cases by authority of the Board, and 6 as urgent by the Physicians. 
Three were under twenty, 9 between twenty and thirty, 4 from thirty to forty, 7, forty 
to fifty, and 3, fifty to sixty years. Of the 8 patients cured, 5 had been less than a month 
ill previous to admission, 2 under three months, and 1 under six. Five were from four to 
twelve months under treatment, and 3 from eighteen months to three years. Of the number 
resident on 31st December, 91 were cases of mania, 17 monomania ; 27 .melancholia ; 15- 
dementia ; 2 idiocy ; and 12 epilepsy with mania or dementia. Thirteen were well 
educated, 31 could read and write well, 38 indifferently, 28 read only, and 54 illiterate.. 
.The married amounted to 32 ; single, 124 ; widowed, 8 — 1 male and 7 females. lhe 
convalescent numbered 5 only; the quiet and orderly, 56; moderately tranquil, 82 ; noisy 
and refractory, 21. Fifteen are returned as imbecile and epileptic, and 5 with suicidal 
tendencies; 19 probably curable, 145 incurable, including idiots and epileptics; the 
curable being but 11 per cent, on the total number resident. . Four relapsed cases 
obtained admission during the year, 1 of which had been four times in asylum before, 
1 twice, and 2 once, the intervals which had elapsed since last admitted being from two- 
to eight years. Under the heading of previous occupations we find 76 are returned as 
belonging to the agricultural classes, 15 servants, and 3 soldiers. Three patients attempte 
to escape, but they were all immediately retaken. . . 

The supposed cause of mental disease in 40 cases was excitement of various forms, 
as religious zeal, domestic afflictions, worldly affairs, &c. Five cases are set down, as 
hereditary, 5 to intemperance, and 5 fever. Fifteen of the inmates are returned as having 
relatives now or at. former periods in the asylum. The amount received annua y 
for paying patients is £163 7s. 6d., contributed by 12 individuals, the average being 
£13 12s. 4d. for each. Eighty-eight patients on an average are employed daily 
males and 53 females : 19 of the males are employed on the farm and in gardening, an 
16 about the house; 22 females are engaged in needlework and knitting, 17 in 
laundry, and 14 in house work ; and the Resident Medical Superintendent reports 
the active occupation of the patients exercises a highly beneficial influence upon ^ ein ’ a 

Only one patient was placed under restraint or in seclusion, a female, who labour 
under great mental excitement, with suicidal tendencies, during which she. was on so 
occasions placed in seclusion in her own room, and on others under restraint by m 
of a strait-waistcoat. . . d-orean 

-p-nts. Considerable progress has been made in the introduction of amusements — a ban - & > 
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large magic lantern, bagatelle tables, &c., having been provided. Weekly dancing and 
musical parties are given, and additional pictures and plaster casts have been obtained 
Some of the patients have also been taken to visit a panorama in the town and on walking 
excursions into the country, all of which indulgences the Resident Medical Superintendent 
states have exercised a beneficial influence, and tended greatly to cheer their minds He 
finds, too, that recreations and amusements, so far from interfering with serve to stimu- 
late the patients in the performance of whatever work may be assigned them and are 
consequently to be regarded as important curative agents. There are 16 attendants— 9 
male and 7 female, being 1 to 10 patients on the male, and 1 to 11 on the female side. 
This is exclusive of the domestic servants. The wages of the men vary from £10 to £1 2 ■ 
of the women from £7 105. to £11. 



There are 9 dormitories and 14 single apartments on each side, with the same number 
of beds, for each sex ; the total accommodation being for 172 patients. The attendance 
of Sovemors at Board meetings was good ; nearly five on the average having attended 
at each meeting, the number of meetings held in the year being 13. 

The outlay for the year amounted to £3,009 11s. 7 A, showing an average of 
£19 7s. lo. for each patient per head, per annum. The expenditure on the farm was 
£35 17s. 9a. ; the produce, £170 13s. 5d. ; of which £60 3s. 3 d. worth went to market 
the remainder being used in the house. The net profit on the year was £134 155. 8d. 
The farm consists of 15 acres — 8 under tillage and 7 in grass. The buildings, airing- 
courts, and pleasure grounds occupy 10 acres, altogether making a total of 25 acres on 
which the asylum stands. A quantity of wearing apparel, bedding, and various articles of 
domestic use was made and repaired by the female patients. The patients get soup on 
three days in the week, but no solid meat. In other respects the dietary is similar to that 
of the asylums generally. 

The attendance at divine service has been very satisfactory, and productive of the best 
results. The average attending throughout the year was 62, and the Resident Medical 
Superintendent reports that the patients derive great comfort and consolation from the 
religious instruction they receive.

ICILLARNEY ASYLUM. 

District: — County op Kerry. ] 

Our first visit to the Killarney Asylum in 1862, took place on the 27th of January, when it 
contained 201 patients, of whom 126 were males, and 75 females, there being 40 vacancies 
female side, and the male side having 10 patients more than the number for 
which the building was originally designed. The infirmary had not then been organized, 
but it was anticipated that when the repairs which were being executed consequent on 
the appearance of dry rot in the flooring should be completed, additional accommodation 
would be secured for 20 patients, an accommodation, however, which, as regards the male 
patients, unless the greatest discrimination were used in the selection of suitable cases for 
admission, it was feared would soon be exhausted. 

On examining with the Resident and Visiting Physicians into the mental condition of 
lr \ mates ’ ^ le Inspectors were of opinion that there were from 35 to 40 patients who 
offered no hope whatever of recovery, and who, being idiotic and debilitated by age or 
axed infirmity, required nothing more than proper and continuous care under experienced 
attendants — with the means for gentle exercise, good air, and food — while the places 
occupied by them in the asylum might at any moment be required for the reception of 
dangerous or violent lunatics, or by persons in the early stages of insanity, when judicious 
reatment. and suitable appliances are so beneficial. The erection of plain buildings in 
| ax ^P 0S ^i°n to the parent institution was suggested for the reception of idiots, and of 
e demented and infirm, as the only feasible mode of meeting the difficulty, for under 
Woikh^^ n ^ ^ > °° r ^ aws 110 g enera I arrangement could be made in their regard in Union 

lu other respects the condition of the asylum was deserving of a very favourable 
report, the day-rooms, corridors, and sleeping-rooms being remarkably clean; the patients 
we I clad, comfortable, and carefully attended to; and the bedding and linen all through 
nnrl - U . Se * n g° 0( I order. We consider that the water-closets are too close to the corridors, 
ana it is to be regretted that in the construction of the building they should have 
een limited in the proportion of only one to twenty-six patients. A deficiency in the 
°* indoor occupation and amusements for the male patients was observed, 
hough their previous habits of life — most of them being of the agricultural classes — 
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Killabset. render it a matter of difficulty to provide suitable occupation for them in wet weather 
Still some means should be devised for their amusement, and it was recommended that 
music, games, &c., should be introduced. 

Dampness of On the day of our inspection, the floors of some of the corridors were quite saturated 
s ' with water trickling through the walls and beating through the windows ; and we 
suggested to the Board the propriety of having active measures taken to obviate the evils 
arising from the continued wetness of the front walls in both wings of the building. 

Having previously alluded in our reports to the restricted land frontage of this asylum 
we recommended on this occasion, that as improvements were about to be effected in 
the airing grounds, it would be advisable to take two small fields which are in front of the 
house, particularly as if occupied and built on by others, the appearance of the institution 
and its openness would be materially affected. 

The next inspection took place in August, when the asylum was found to be, as 
regards its general condition and the well-being of the inmates, in its usual highly 
satisfactory state. 

Means have been taken for curing the dampness of the front walls, which the Resident 
Medical Superintendent states have answered remarkably well, and as far as the expe- 
rience of this mild winter enables him to judge, have succeeded completely in stanching 
them. Several improvements in the airing grounds have also been effected, but we 
regret that the Governors have not considered it desirable to incur the expense of pur- 
chasing the two small fields in front of the asylum. 

Statistics. In consequence of the insufficient accommodation for males, it has been found necessary, 
as a temporary measure, to open the infirmary for ordinary patients, by which means 18 
additional beds have been made available. The total number which the asylum is now 
capable of receiving is 240 — 130 males and 110 females. The number resident on 31st 
December was 205 — 127 males and 78 females. There were 49 admissions — 28 males 
and 21 females. Of these 10 were transferred by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant from 
the gaol in which they had been confined as dangerous lunatics, and 9 were re-admissions. 
The total number under treatment during the year was 246; the daily average, 202. 
There were 21 persons discharged, 13 of whom were cured, or 2 6 ’5 3 per cent, on the 
admissions; 7 improved, and 1 unimproved. The deaths amounted to 20 — 10 males and 
10 females, of which 17 were from debility and chronic affections ; the others resulted 
from diseases of an acute character, 1 being the result of typhus fever, which developed 
itself a few days after the admission of the patient. Although the number of deaths in 
this asylum for the year is unusually high, amounting to 9‘90 per cent, on the daily- 
average under treatment, the general health of the patients is reported to have been good, 
no epidemic having occurred. 

Of the cases admitted, 10 were under twenty years of age ; J 7 between twenty and 
thirty; 12 from thirty to forty; 2, forty to fifty; 6, fifty to sixty, and 2 upwards of 
seventy ; 7 of those cured had been less than a month ill, 4 under three months, 
and 2 under nine; and the whole number discharged cured had been less than 
twelve months under treatment in the asylum; 30 of the patients admitted laboured 
under mania, 2 under mania with epilepsy, 7 melancholia, 9 dementia, and 1 dementia 
with epilepsy. The classification of those resident on 31st December, as regards disease, 
was 95 mania, 30 melancholia, 69 dementia, and 11 epilepsy ; 25 of the number 
were well educated, 25 could read and write well, 19 indifferently, 45 could I’ead only, 
96 were illiterate, and 5 unknown. The married amounted to 49, the single 140, 
widowers and widows 14, unknown 2; 8 were convalescent, 148 quiet and orderly, 
43 moderately tranquil, 6 noisy and refractory, 11 imbecile and epileptic, 16 suicidal. 
The small proportion of the noisy and refractory in this asylum is remarkable ; 42 
are returned as curable, 152 incurable, and 11 epileptics; 9 relapsed cases were admitted 
in the course of the year, of whom 7 had been once before in asylum, and 2 twice ; 109 
of the inmates belonged to the agricultural classes — 97 of the labouring, and 12 of the 
farming class ; 1 1 soldiers, 4 members of the Constabulary, and several persons belonging 
to the better classes of society, besides mechanics, tradespeople, shopkeepers, &c. 

No attempt at suicide occurred during the year. One person, a police constable, 
effected his escape off the grounds, being exceedingly active. No blame attached to the 
attendants. He made his way home, and was sheltered by his family, who gave every oppo- 
sition to the search made for him, and eventually sent him out of the way to London, 
but he soon returned, and was brought back to the asylum after an interval of more than 
three months absence. 

In 53 cases the supposed cause of insanity was of a moral character ; 23 are attri- 
buted to intemperance and leading a dissolute life; 78 to bodily injuries and diseases, 
scrofula and hereditary predisposition, and in 28 cases the cause was not known ; 18 ot 
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the inmates are related to each other in the nearest degrees of kindred, as fathers and 
mothers, brothers and sisters &c., besides which there are 19 others known to be related ~~ 
in various degrees of oousinship. We observed on this remarkable fact, as regards the 
Killarney Asylum in our last Report, which observations apply equally in the present 
instance. There are 8 paying patients, one of whom contributes £40 a-year; 3 £25 each ■ 
and 4, £10 each; making a total of £155, and an average of £19 7s Gd each ■ beinv 
£3 13s. less than the general average cost of maintenance in the asylum There 5 
another patient, a police constable, who has a pension of £20 a-year, but who pays 
nothing; 89 patients were usefully employed on the average daily throughout the year — 

49 males and 40 females ; 22 men were engaged in agricultural labour, the rest in various 
ways about the establishment; 23 women in needlework and knitting- 9 assisting in 
laundry, and 8 in domestic employments of other kinds; 10 patients— 5 males and 5 
females,— were placed in seclusion during the year as a matter of treatment and with a 
view to avoid, moderate, or control excitement; but no mechanical restraint appears to 
have been used. Reading, cards, backgammon, chess, and some other games are provided- 
hut, as before stated, additional means and more attention are required for the amuse- 
ment of the patients. No excursions are made outside the -walls of the asylum nor are 
any social assemblies held periodically for recreation as in other asylums. There are 19 
attendants on the insane in this asylum— 9 male and 10 female, being an averao-e of 1 
attendant to 14 patients on the male, and 1 to 8 on the female side. The rate of° wages ’ 

is rather better than usual, the head male attendant receiving £30 a-year the rest from 
£9 to £15. The head female attendant gets £16, the others from £6 to £10 There 
are 11 other servants, in and out door, atwages varying from £4 to £26 a-year ' 

There are 14 dormitories on the male side, including the infirmary, with from 3 to 8 
beds in each, and 33 single apartments ; 13 on the female side, with from 2 to 8 beds and 
33 single apartments, the total accommodation being for 237—129 males and 108 females 
The opening of the infirmary for ordinary patients, a measure necessitated by the pressure 
on the male side, has given 18 additional beds ; and in ease of urgency, without what 
could be called overcrowding, about 16 more could be received. 

The number of meetings held by the Governors during the year was 12, nearly five 
members on the average attending at each meeting. 

The expenditure of the year amounted to £4,653 13s. 7 d., including establishment and Expenditure, 
all other charges, and the average cost of each patient per head per annum calculated 
thereon is £23 0s. 5f d. The outlay on the farm was £122 16s. 8 d. The produce 
£212 6s. lid. The net profit £89 10s. 3 cl. The sale of farm produce amounted to 
£46 15s. ; the remainder being applied to the use of the asylum. The quantity of land 
under tillage was 16 acres; 1 in grass, and 13 under buildings, airing courts, pleasure 
grounds, &c. A great number of articles, both of male and female wearing apparel, were 
made by the patients, as well as bedding, &c., besides the ordinary repairs of things in use. 

The dietary consists of 10 oz. of beef, without bone, for males, and 8 oz. for females, on 
one day in the week, with lb. of bread; on three days a quart of soup made at the rate 
of 25 lbs. of beef for 100 patients; and on three days a pint of skimmed milk and | lb. of 
bread, with the ordinary oatmeal stirabout for breakfast, and bread and milk for supper; 
skimmed milk only being given in all cases except to those on extra diet. 

We consider that with the exception of Sunday’s dinner, some improvement might be Dietary, 
made with advantage, the quantity of beef, viz., 25 lbs. for making soup for 100 patients, 
being too little ; and also that new should be substituted for skimmed milk, particularly as 
the best milk that can be obtained by contract is very rarely as good as it should be, a 
tact which is very well-known to every one connected with public institutions in which 
milk is used in large quantities. The difference in price would be about 2d. per gallon. 

It appears, too, that milk is the article of consumption with which most fault has 
been found during the year. The skimmed milk used for breakfast and supper has been 
frequently sour, .even during the winter months, when sent to the asylum, in which case 
u was always rejected, and tea given to the patients instead, at the contractor’s expense. 

r ideDt ^ ec ^ Ga ^ Superintendent states, however, that though sometimes the milk 
will bear the test of boiling and of the lactometer, he thinks some adulteration is 
practised which they are unable to detect. The best way to remedy this evil would be 
to obtain a sufficient quantity of land, and have a daily attached to the asylum for sup- 
plying the. milk requisite for the establishment. The Inspectors are satisfied from their 
own experience of the Central Asylum for Criminal Lunatics at Dundrum, where a num- 
er of milch cows are. regularly kept, that such an arrangement would prove advantageous, 
y t n a hygienic, but also in an economical point of view. 

-Ihe bread also has occasionally been found fault with, as of inferior quality, though 
ound and sweet, and sent back to the contractor, a better article being obtained at his 
spense. With these exceptions the contracts have been satisfactorily carried out. 
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LIMERICK ASYLUM. 

District : — County and City of Limerick and County of Clare. 

The first inspection of this institution in 1862 took place on the 8th of March, when it 
was found to he generally in good order. It was again inspected on the 15th of April, 
on which occasion it contained 391 patients: the accommodation was fairly divided 
between the two counties, but the city of Limerick had somewhat more than its just 
proportion. The house was then also reported to be in a very satisfactory condition 
the day-rooms warm and well ventilated, the patients as usual carefully attended to, and 
as a body, comfortably clad. Four persons only were confined to bed from illness out of 
391, which is a very small proportion, and no patient was reported to be under restraint. 
The new day-rooms devised to meet the pressing necessities of the district, pending the 
completion of the asylum for the county Clare at Ennis, were found to be finished ; but 
though these rooms will be highly useful, they certainly have not improved the airing, 
courts; however, as they are for a temporary object, they can be removed at no distant 
period. 

A third inspection was made on the 23rd October, when the number of patients had 
increased to 418. A favourable report on the condition of the asylum and its inmates 
was again given, particularly as regarded its sanitary state, but one patient being confined 
to bed, and none under restraint. 

The new chapel for the use of the patients was completed in all but the furniture and 
fitments, and the Inspectors accordingly made suggestions with a view to having suitable 
arrangements made for the celebration of divine service. 

A Turkish bath, which is just about to be opened, is also amongst the improvements at 
this asylum ; and as the laundry is very defective, remedial measures were recommended 
which can be carried out economically, and at the same time in a satisfactory manner in 
connexion therewith. 

On examining the books it appeared that some of them were not kept as accurately as 
they should have been ; the attention of the Resident Medical Superintendent was directed 
to the subject, and entries were made by us, which it is hoped will insure greater regu- 
larity for the future. 

The superior officers reported in favourable terms as to the general good conduct of the 
attendants, and the kindness with which the patients are treated by them ; and having 
been informed that no tea or sugar was allowed them, their breakfast and supper con- 
sisting of the ordinary diet of the house, viz., bread and milk, we recommended that 
an allowance of groceries should be granted, feeling that the domestic comforts of 
the servants in Lunatic Asylums deserve to be reasonably considered. The dietary of 
the patients on the other hand is of a very good description, 3 lbs. of meat for males, and 
2£ for females being the weekly allowance, with ample rations of bread and milk, and 
potatoes and other vegetables. 

The present accommodation in this asylum is for 424 patients — 206 males and 218 
females. There are 13 dormitories on the male side of the house, containing from 5 to 
16 beds, and 11 on the female, containing from 7 to 18; 68 single apartments for men, 
and 66 for women. 

Statistics. The number of patients resident at the close of the year was 420 — 202 males and 218 
females, and shows an increase of 31 patients during the twelve months. There were 83 
admitted, and 27 discharged cured, being 32'53 per cent. ; the duration of the disease 
previous to admission was under a month in 7 instances, under three in 6 ; over three 
months and under a year in 8 cases, under two years in 2 cases, and in the remaining 6 
unknown. It thus appears that a fourth of those cured had been less than a month 
affected, and of the 27 cures out of the whole number under treatment, viz., 472 (of 
whom be it remembered no less than 343 were returned at the end of the year as 
incurables, and but 77 as curable), 19 were recent cases of insanity. 

Twenty deaths occurred — 11 among the males, and 9 among the females, being 4'93 
per cent, on the daily average in the asylum, viz., 405. There is nothing calling for 
remark on the subject further than the very low average. 

The authority for admission was by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant in 24 cases removed 
from gaol— 18 being dangerous lunatics, and 6 lunatics charged with minor offences; 14 
were ordinary cases admitted by order of the Board, and 45 as urgent by the Physicians; 
15 were under 20 years of age; 23 from 20 to 30; 17 from 30 to 40; 14 from 40 to 50; 
12 from 50 to 60; and 2, 60 to 70. Of the 27 discharged cured, 22 -were under treat- 
ment for periods varying from 1 to 12 months; 3, 18 months; 1, 3 years; and 1 had

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teen 7 years an inmate of the asylum; 275 of the patients resident on 31st December 
are stated to be more or less educated; 109 illiterate, and 36 unknown; 102 were married— ’ — 
So males and 67 females; 300 single— 162 males and 138 females; 5 widowers and 13 
widows ; 27 are stated to be convalescent; 136 quiet and orderly; 121 moderately 
tranquil ; 136 noisy and refractory; 21 imbecile and epileptic, and 2 suicidal There 
is a remarkable contrast between the numbers returned as noisy and refractory in 
this asylum and in that at Li larney. Three patients only were subjected to mechanical 
■ restraint at intervals during the year, the forms used being a hand-strap and strait-waist- 
coat m cases of violent outbreak. Of the number resident, 77, or a little over 18 per cent 
are returned as probably curable, leaving 343 under the head of probably incurable idiots 
and epileptics included; 24 relapsed cases were admitted in the course of the year of 
whom 17 had been once before in asylum; 5 twice; 1 four times; and 1 five times 
One hundred and eighty-three of the inmates belong to the agricultural classes; 32 
domestic servants; 8 soldiers and pensioners; 3 members of constabulary; 3 excise and 
revenue officers, and all the trades, &c., are represented by one or more individuals. 

lherewasnot any attempt at suicide in this asylum during the year; and but one 
escape which occurred at night, the patient being brought back next morning by the 
police; three others tried to get away, but were frustrated in their attempts by the vim. 
lance of the attendants. 



Under the head of supposed cause of insanity, wo find that 112 cases are attributed 
to moral causes, including loss of means, 28 ; 12 grief for loss of relatives; 12 religious zeal; 

8 excessive study; 7 bad treatment and desertion of husband; 2 seduction; 3 "hardships 
and excitement of war; 1 hardships at sea; and one case is given in which a mother 
became insane from excitement and grief at the conviction of her son for murder ; 53 
cases of hereditary insanity are recorded, and 12 from intemperance; 14 of the inmates 
are known to be nearly related, 4 being members of one family, first-cousins, uncle, and 
nephew. 

Four paying patients only ay ere in the asylum on 31st December, the average payment Payimr 
for each being £ I o 17s. 8c/., amounting to £55 10s. 8d. annually. One Avas a farmer Patients - 
the other three pensioners. In addition to the above, 7 patients Avere supposed to have 
•means either by themselves or relatives — one Avhose father is an extensive farmer, another 
a. female with property in the Court of Chancery; a third, a constabulary officer, stated to 
nave fluids in the hands of his relatives; the fourth, a medical student, Avith brother in 
■comfortable circumstances; fifth, a Avidow Avith a sum of money at interest; sixth, a female 
who is reported to be entitled to a share of a property; and seventh, a farmer’s wife, the 
hushand being in comfortable circumstances, but having, it is stated, a large family to 
support. While, as elsewhere observed, Ave fully recognise the right of persons of limited 
means, and Avho have been contributing as ratepayers to the support of the Asylum, to 
participate in its advantages Avhen they become iusane, it is still a matter for consideration 
to " hat extent, in some of the cases above mentioned, the parties are entitled to be main- 
tained from the funds of a public charity;

There are 7 wardswomen and 
2 nurses on the male side of the house, an arrangement of which we do not altogether 
approve, consideiing that with the exception of hospital nurses, it is more fitting that men 
should attend on the male lunatics than women, who, amongst other grounds of objection, 
■cannot he expected to exercise the same control over them, or restrain them properly in 
cases of excitement. No officer or servant of this institution was superannuated during 
the year 1862. 

The meetings of the Governors were held regularly throughout the year, and were 
numerously attended, an average of over six members being present at each meeting. The 
business, fiscal and other, was discharged in the usual efficient manner under their direc- 
tion; and although some dissatisfaction was at first expressed regarding certain provisions 
in the new Privy Council rules, on which subject a correspondence took place, the whole 
working of the institution bears testimony to the interest felt by the Governors in its 
welfare, and the efficacy of the general arrangements for the conduct of its affairs. 

The expenditure for the year was £7,321 5s. 6d. The daily average number of patients, 
405, and the average cost per head per annum, £18 Is. 6 d.-, £9 being for diet and 
clothing, &c., and £9 Is. Qd. establishment charges. 

• The outlay on the farm, including the wages of the steward and gardener, was but 
£72 17s. 10 d.\ the produce, £230 18s. 3 d,-, net profit, £158 Os. 5d . ; the crops sold 
realized £54 7s. 11 d., the rest being converted to the use of the institution. The wearing 
apparel, linen, bedding, &c., were kept in repair by the female patients, and a great 
quantity of clothing and other articles made for the use of the establishment in the course 
of the year. 

The dietary of the patients is on a very liberal scale, meat being allowed five times 
in the week; 12 oz. to males on Sundays and Thursdays, with a pint of soup and 4 lbs. 
of potatoes, or 12 oz. of bread ; 8 oz. for females, a pint of soup and 3 lbs. of potatoes, 
or 8 oz. of bread; on the other three days, 8 oz. of meat for males and females, with 
a pint of soup and 12 oz. bread for males, and 8 oz. for females, with bread and milk in 
sufficient quantity on the two remaining days, viz., Wednesdays and Fridays. Break- 
fast consists of stirabout or bread and milk, and supper of bread and milk also. 

Some cases occurred during the year in which the contractors failed in .the due fulfil- 
ment of their contracts. The bread and meat had to be returned in a few instances, as of 
inferior quality ; and when the contractors failed to supply a better article instead, 
it was purchased elsewhere, and the difference deducted from their account. One. of the 
contractors for clothing materials also, is reported to have been unable to furnish the 
entire amount of an order for calico, owing, as stated, to a scarcity of that article. 

The contractors for coals likewise, and for bedding, &c., failed in the fulfilment of their 
contracts ; but as no bonds had been required of them, they could not be made respon- 
sible. We trust that the system of making contracts, and the forms of bonds., &c., which 
•we have introduced since the new Privy Council rules came into force, . will have the 
effect of checking any irregularity on the part of the contractors for supplying necessaries 
for the use of the District Lunatic Asylums. 



LONDONDERRY ASYLUM. 

District : — Counties of Londonderry and Donegal. 

specters’ The first inspection of this Asylum was made on the 20th Januaiy, 1862, when a 
181 ’ favourable report was entered on the books, the house being generally in good order, clean, 
and well ventilated, but much overcrowded, particularly at the male side, having 229 
inmates — 120 males and 109 females ; 89 belonging to Derry and 140 to Donegal,. which, 
according to the relative population of the two counties, was about 15 beyond its fair 
proportion for the latter. We observed with satisfaction that the water-closets had been 
erected as suggested by us, but regretted to find that nothing had been done regard- 
ing bath-rooms and lavatories. The question of erecting a Turkish bath had been 
under consideration by the Board, but we advised its postponement until such time as 
the Board shall have decided on what alterations, additions, and improvements may be 
most advisable for the institution at large ; it was at the same time thrown out tor 
the consideration of the Board whether it might not be in the end the best and nios 
.economical course to dispose of the present establishment, and the valuable gronn 
belonging to it, and erect on a more rural site a new building with the proceeds ot c 
sale. The last inspection took place on the 17th December, when all the patients* 
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numbering 228, were examined, and presented the appearance of being rery carefully loromt, 

attended to. The house itself was clean and orderly, and as regards its sanitary condi- 

tion satisfactory ; for although 8 patients were confined to bed, none were seriously ill 

The various articles of food were examined, and found to be of good quality. The 

visits of the Extern Officers appeared to be made with regularity. On going over the 

grounds it was observed that a ditch, separating Crawford-square'from the asylum farm 

was in process of being removed without the sanction of the Governors and from the 

map it appeared that a small portion of the land belonging to the institution was being 

■encroached upon ; an entry to that effect was accordingly made upon the asylum books 

with a view to having the necessary steps taken to preserve the rights of the institution’ 

The number of patients resident on 31st December, 1862, was 231—122 males and statute. 
109 females, bixty-three admissions occurred in the course of the year : 18 were 
dangerous lunatics, transferred from gaol by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant ; 44 
ordinary cases, admitted by order of the Board ; and 1. urgent case by the Physicians 
Twenty-seven were discharged recovered, or 42-85 per cent, on admissions; 18 deaths took 
place, being 7‘82 per cent, on the daily average under treatment. With regard to the ao-es 
on admission, 5 were between ten and twenty, 23 from twenty to thirty, 7 from thirtvto 
forty, 20 from forty to fifty, 6 from fifty to sixty, and 2 from sixty to seventy. Of the 
28 cases discharged recovered, all had been less than a year affected previous ‘to admission 
viz., 12 under a month, 9 under three months, 4 under six months, and 2 under twelve 
months ; and 20 out of the 27 were only a short time in the asylum. The form of disease 
in those admitted was — mania, 48 cases ; monomania, 12 ; melancholia, 2 ; dementia, 1. 

In those l’emaining on 31st December — mania, 152 ; monomania, 26 ; melancholia, 17 ; 
dementia, 24 ; epilepsy, 8 ; idiocy, 1. Ihe educated and illiterate were equally divided, 

114 of the former and 115 of the latter ; 9 only were returned as well educated, and 25 
who could read an d w rite well. Forty were married, of whom only 12 were males ; 11 
widowed, and 180 single. The convalescent numbered 18; the quiet and orderly/ 95; 
moderately tranquil, 74 ; noisy and refractory, 44. There were 32 imbecile and epileptic 
cases, and 14 suicidal. Twenty-seven only of the 231 resident on 31st December 
are returned as probably curable, being only 11-30 per cent. This is an exceedingly 
low average ; and, as at Ballinasloe, we are unable to account for it in any other way 
than by the accumulation of incurables during the four-and-thirty years the asylum has 
been in operation, and the consequent exclusion from want of room of recent cases of 
insanity. Twenty relapsed cases were received during the year. Ninety-five of the 
inmates belong to the agricultural classes ; 79 females are returned as housekeepers, 18 
male and female servants, 4 soldiers, the remainder being tradespeople, mechanics, &c. 

One case of suicide occurred, a female, whose suicidal tendencies were of the most 
determined character, and who had on a former occasion attempted to destroy herself;, 
during the momentary absence of the attendant, she tied a piece of string so tightly 
round her neck as to bring on a fit of apoplexy, of which she was expiring when the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent came to her assistance. A coroner’s inquest was held upon 
the body, at which three members of the Board of Governors attended ; a verdict was 
found in accordance with the facts, no blame being attached to the nurse or to the 
officers of the asylum, in the propriety of which finding the Governors present at the 
inquest fully concurred. Two male patients escaped, and were brought back after a few 
days ; a third attempted to get away, but did not succeed. 

The supposed cause of mental disease is returned as unknown in 149 cases ; in 50 
hereditary predisposition is assigned; 21, intemperance; 7, reverses ; 1, abuse of tobacco, 
and 3, revivals. . It would be extremely desirable that more attention should be paid to 
he acquiring of information regarding the facts of each case on or before admission, with 
■ a mora l or medical treatment as well as for statistical purposes. Eight patients 

m the asylum were known to be nearly related — 2 brothers, a brother and sister, 2 sisters, 
ancl two cousins. None of the inmates contribute to the funds of the institution, nor 
aie any of them known or supposed to have the means of doing so. The great majority 
are capable of employment — 100 on the male and 95 on the female side. Of the men 40 
ai e engaged in farm labour, 3 gardening, 5 weaving, 3 shoemaking, and the rest in various 
ways about the house. Twenty-one women are employed at spinning, 38 needlework 
ot ^ ers m the laundry and various household duties. No mechanical 
mint has been used, but 27 patients, of whom 16 were males and 11 females, were 
c uded in their own sleeping-rooms from time to time when violent or noisy, and after 

attacks of epilepsy. 

amusements in this asylum are rather limited, and consist of reading, ball-playing, Amusements., 
and A ara ughts, and dancing. Three balls are held annually, viz., at Easter, Hallow-Eve, 

JNew Year’s Day. It does not appear that the patients are ever taken on excursions

No member of the staff of this asylum was superannuated during the year. 

There are 11 dormitories on the male, and 9 on the female side, with from 4 to 1& 
beds in each ; 44 single apartments for males and 42 for females : total accommodation 
238 — 120 males and 110 females. 

The meetings of Governors were held regularly, and were most numerously attended — 
8, 10, and 13 Governors having assisted at the most important meetings; the average- 
attendance for the year being 6 to each. 

The total outlay for 1862 was £5,125 9s. lid., giving an average cost of £22 5s. 8 d. 
per head per annum for each patient. Of this a sum of £633 2s. was expended in 
repairs and alterations, and £191 3s. 4 d. in superannuation pensions, the exclusion of 
which sums would reduce the average cost per head to £18 14s. The outlay on the farm 
was £91 4s. 6 d . ; the produce, £187 3s. 5d . ; the net profit, £95 18s. lid. A sum of 
£53 13s. lit/, was received for crops and pigs sold, the remainder of the produce having 
been applied for the use of the house. 

Dietary. The dietary of this asylum is as follows: — A quart of soup, made from 40 lb. of beef 

for every 100 patients, with 12 ounces of bread, for dinner on two days in the week for 
males, and same, with 8 ounces of bread, for females ; a quart of soup made from ox-heads,, 
at the rate of one head for every 25 patients, with the usual allowance of bread for males 
and females on three days; and a quart of vegetable soup on the two remaining days, 
with bread as usual. The patients, unless those who are ailing, get no solid meat. The 
breakfast and supper does not vary from the fare given inmost other asylums. We 
consider that the quantity of animal food allowed is insufficient, and that at least on two- 
days in the week it should be served in a solid form. 

The contractors are reported by the Resident Medical Superintendent to have all 
fulfilled their contracts in a satisfactory manner during the year, nor has any cause of 
complaint or case of default come under our observation. 



Mary- MARYBOROUGH ASYLUM. 

BOBOUCH. 

District : — Queen’s and King’s Counties. 

inspectors’ The first minute of inspection of this asylum, which was visited on six occasions in 
Yi8its - the course of the year, and found on each in a highly satisfactory condition, is dated 19tb 
July. It then contained 191 patients — 97 males and 94 females ; 103 from the Kings 
and 88 from the Queen’s County, the latter having in proportion to its population 18- 
lunatics less than the former in the asylum. . 

The inmates were well clad, and apparently carefully and kindly attended to. I he 
sleeping-rooms, and particularly the bedding in the refractory divisions, were examined 
and reported to be clean and orderly, as well as the day-rooms and corridors, which were 
well ventilated. We advised that low wooden bedsteads or stretchers should be provided 
for many of the epileptics, who now sleep with their beds immediately on the flooring, but 
more particularly in those cells which are flagged instead of being boarded ; and an. 
additional supply of bed linen was recommended, as the lower the class of patients the 
greater should be the facilities for preserving personal cleanliness. 

We referred to an entry made by us on the 27th November, 1860, in the books of the 
asylum, in which we directed the attention of the Board to various deficiencies in regar 
to infirmary accommodation, water-closets, lavatories, &c.; and now that structural Edi- 
tions are about to be undertaken, it was suggested that a chapel, refectory, and sue 
other requirements as might appear useful to the Sub-Committee appointed at t © 
previous Board meeting should also be provided. It was also observed that the laun ry 
department requires improvement generally, and should be remodelled, as well as ie 
existing store-rooms, which are small and ill-ventilated ; and we recommended that in any 
alterations which may be made in the laundry, a small Turkish bath should be introduce 
in juxtaposition to the drying apparatus. _ 

The sanitary condition of the house was recorded as being very satisfactory : 4 Cc 
only were confined to bed by illness, and but one of them of a dangerous character, 
provisions were examined and found to be of good quality, excepting the mu , 1 
low price of which — 4 d. per gallon — almost precludes the. possibility of getting a g ^ 
article. We concluded our minute of inspection by suggesting the purchase of from 
12 additional acres of land. 
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A second minute was made on the 27th September, when the house was reported to mahy- 
be in its usual satisfactory state, but overcrowded, and the proposed enlargement abso- BOROPCH 
lutely required. The suggestions contained in the previous report were recapitulated 
as to the improvement of the asylum in general, concurrently with the new additions, 
and the necessity for baths, water-closets, lavatories, refectory, chapel, and additional 
land, earnestly pressed upon the attention of the Board. 

The transference of the Resident Medical Superintendent of this asylum to the 
additional asylum at Clonmel has been already adverted to — an arrangement which we 
are happy to say has given satisfaction to all parties. Dr. Shiell, under whose superin- 
tendence the Maryborough asylum has been placed, has now been some months in charge. 

He is a most efficient and energetic officer, and we have every reason to anticipate 
that under his management the asylum will continue to maintain that position which, 
notwithstanding the conflict of feelings aud opinions existing under the previous manage- 
ment, it had sustained both as a curative establishment, and as regards the general regu- 
larity, cleanliness, and good order of its various departments. 

The number of patients resident on 31st December, 1862, was 191—97 males and 94 Statists, 
females, being 4 more than at the corresponding period of the previous year. Twenty- 
five were discharged, 18 of whom were cured, being 36 per cent, on admissions, 
which amounted to 50. Nineteen deaths occurred, all from natural causes, or 9 '89 per 
cent, on the daily average. The authority for admission was the Lord Lieutenant’s 
warrant in 22 cases of dangerous lunacy transferred from gaol ; 22 ordinary cases, by 
direction of the Board on the form of admission ; and 4 urgent cases without the forms. 

There were also 2 lunatics received from the Central Asylum at Dundrum, the sentences 
under which they were imprisoned when they became insane and were sent to that 
institution having expired, when they, of course, ceased to be chargeable to Government, 
and being natives of the Maryborough district, were transferred to that asylum. 

Of the cases admitted, 2 were under twenty years of age, 22 from twenty to thirty, 

10 thirty to forty, 8 forty to fifty, 6 fifty t.o sixty, and 2 sixty to seventy. 1'he duration 
of disease previous to admission was from 1 to 6 months in nine cases, and in eight 
instances it is returned as unknown. Nine had been less than twelve months under 
treatment, and 3 of the recovered cases had been respectively ten, fourteen, and twenty- 
seven years in the asylum. 

Thirty-three cases of mania were admitted, 1 monomania, 12 melancholia, 2 idiocy 
and imbecility, and 2 epilepsy. The majority of the inmates are more or less educated, 
but 3 only are returned as well informed, and 22 who can read or write well. Thirty 
are married, 13 widowers and widows, and 144 single. Fourteen are returned as 
convalescent, 80 quiet and orderly, 67 moderately tranquil, and 30 noisy and refrac- 
tory, with 27 epileptics and 8 suicidal cases. Fifty-eight of the 191 resident on 31st 
December are stated to be probably curable, or 30 per cent. Six relapses occurred, 
in all of which the patients had been only once before in the asylum. Seventy-two 
belonged to the farming and labouring classes, 29 servants, 7 soldiers, and 5 soldiers’ 
wives. The remainder of the list is made up of mechanics, tradespeople, &c., and 45 cases 
are returned in which the previous occupation was unknown. There was no epidemic or 
unusual cause of mortality to account for the fact that the per centage of deaths is above 
the average; but the obituary list is liable to great variations in asylums, and often 
without any apparent cause. A number of cases that have been as it 'were in the 
balance from year to year will die off within short periods of each other, and so swell the 
amount, while for the next several years to come the per centage in the same asylum 
may range very low. There was no suicide or any attempt at self-destruction in this 
asylum in 1862. . Four patients, all males, escaped; 2 were brought back, 1 was permitted 
to remain with his relatives at their written request, and the fourth evaded pursuit. The 
supposed cause of mental disease is stated to be unknown in 137 cases, and no observation 
can therefore be made on the subject the return being so incomplete. It would be very 
desirable if accurate information could be obtained under this head, for various reasons, 
but more especially with reference to the treatment of the patients. Seven of the inmates- 
are known to be related — two sisters of one family, two of another, and three cousins 
or another. One patient only contributes to the funds of the asylum, a pensioner from 
the army, the yearly payment being £12 3s. 4 d. There are two other patients in the 
louse whose husband and father respectively are stated to be in a position to pay for their 
maintenance. 

The farm and garden afford occupation for 23 patients on the average daily, and 30 
°‘ l ei /| 8 c° n ma * e s ^. e are likewise usefully employed about the house. On the female 
side 45 are employed in needlework and knitting, &c., 17 in the laundry, and 16 in other 
ousehold duties. No mechanical restraint is used in this asylum, seclusion in the 
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Mart- patients’ sleeping-rooms being alone resorted to in cases of necessity, for periods varying 
borotoh. £, om 1 to 12 hours. Eighty-one persons, 37 males and 44 females, were thus secluded

deficient. There seems to be a paucity of amusements for the inmates, dancing, singing, reading 

and ball-playing being the only recreations mentioned in the return. It would he 
extremely desirable to introduce other means of recreation, amongst which we would 
assign a prominent place to a band of music, and occasional excursions into the country 
for the tranquil and orderly patients. 

The number of dormitories is 16 — 8 for each sex, with from 4 to 17 beds in each, and 
42 single apartments for men and 44 for women ; making a total accommodation for 
198 patients, 99 of each sex. There are 14 male attendants, with wages varying from 
£8 16s. to £14, and 11 females from £4 4s. to £9. This gives an average of one 
attendant to 7 patients on the male, and 1 to 8| on the female side. We think some 
improvement in the wages might be made with advantage, as the present scale is so low 
that good attendants can scarcely be expected to offer themselves. 

No officer or servant belonging to this asylum was superannuated during the year. 

The monthly meetings of the Board, as prescribed by the Privy Council rules, were 
regularly held. 

The expenditure for the year was £3,895 4s. lid, including all charges, and shows an 
average cost for each patient per head per annum of £20 5s. 9 d. The outlay on the 
farm was £75 18s. 7 d. ; the produce £154 Is. 2d ., giving a net profit of £78 2s. Id. 
Vegetables, &c., of the value of £85 were consumed in the institution, and the remainder 
brought to market, the amount realized being £69 Is. 2d. 

Dietary. With regard to dietary — soup and half a pound of beef is the dinner on three days 

in the week, and bread and milk on the other days. The only article of which there is 
cause for complaint is the milk, which as already stated is contracted for at 4 d. a gallon, 
a price for which a genuine quality of milk cannot be supplied. The contracts were 
executed generally in a satisfactory manner, and no steps had to be taken against any of 
the contractors. 



MULLINGAR ASYLUM. 

District : — Meath, Westmeath, and Longford. 

inspectors’ This asylum was frequently inspected during the past twelve months. The first 
■nsitB. minute is dated 17th March, and speaks in very favourable terms of the state in which 

the house was found, as being clean, orderly, and well ventilated. The beds and 
bedding at the female side presented the appearance of being kept with the utmost neat- 
ness ; at the male side they were being renewed, and the bedsteads repainted. The 
patients seemed, as usual, kindly and carefully attended to, and there was no person 
either under restraint or confined to bed. 

There were at the above date but 22 vacancies in the institution, although it has been 
but eight years in operation ; and we therefore advised that great discrimination should 
be used in the admission of applicants, as otherwise it will eventually become congested 
with incurable cases. The provisions — bread, oatmeal, milk, &c., were examined, and 
appeared to be of good quality. At subsequent visitations the house was reported to 
be generally very orderly and clean. There were several details, however, principally in 
the female divisions, calling for improvement, and to which the attention of the Resident 
Medical Superintendent as well as of the Matron was directed. The wainscoting in two 
of the day-rooms was highly approved, and we suggested the adoption of it throughout 
the house, particularly as the cost is trifling compared with the obvious benefit accruing 
from it both as regards cleanliness and the comfort of the patients. Seats were being 
made of wood, under the direction of the Resident Medical Superintendent, which are 
quite as good and do not cost a fourth of the price of iron ones. The water-closets, lava- 
tories, and bath-rooms had .been recently done up and leaded, and a very great improve- 
ment thereby effected in them. 

It was suggested that an arrangement might be made, beneficial to the institution and 
tending to enlarge the accommodation, by restricting the upper corridor altogether to 
sleeping purposes, and converting one of the present dormitories on the second or on the 
ground floor into a day-room. 

The employment of an additional male attendant was considered necessary, and it was 
also recommended that arrangements should be made to have a regular night watch 
always on duty in the house. 
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The last minute of inspection is dated 13th November, when the establishment was Mullingar. 
again reported to be orderly, the sitting-rooms and dormitories clean, well ventilated, 
and of a wholesome temperature. The bedding was examined particularly, and found 
on the whole to be very good, but as it would soon be necessary to replace some portion 
of it, it was recommended that a better and stronger description of counterpanes should 
be obtained, as being in the end more economical. The sanitary condition of the house 
was satisfactory, one person only being confined to bed by illness, and none under 
restraint. The airing-courts had been lately much improved, and the erection of a 
ball-court for the amusement of the patients was recommended, as well as the introduc- 
tion of indoor recreations, particularly at this season of the year, when the patients have 
necessarily to remain much in the house. 

■ We were unable to report in favourable terms on the state of the buildings, which con- 
tinue to be extremely damp in various parts. 

There were 273— 126 males and 147 females— resident on 31st December, 1862, against statistic*. 

278 at the corresponding period of the previous year, being a falling off of 5 patients. 

The admissions amounted to 67 — 34 males and 33 females ; the recoveries to 51 — 26 
males and 25 females, or 76'11 per cent, on the number admitted, being the highest per- 
centage of cures in any of the Irish asylums. The deaths numbered 17, or 6T 8 per cent, 
on the daily average. Of the admissions, 24 were by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant 
from gaol ; 29 ordinary cases, on the authority of the Board ; and 14 received as urgent 
by the Physicians. Eleven were under twenty years of age, 19 from twenty to thirty, 

19 from thirty to forty, 9 from forty to fifty, 4 from fifty to sixty, and 5 whose ages were 
not known. Of the patients who recovered, 9 had been less than a month ill previous to 
admission, 11 less than three months, 8 less than six, and 8 less than nine. The 
great majority wei’e under treatment in the asylum for a few months only, but there 
were some cases of longer duration, from 2 to 4 years, and in one instance the patient 
bad been 7 years an inmate of the institution. Fifty-five out of the 67 admitted were 
cases of mania, 5 melancholia, 4 monomania, 2 dementia, and 1 epilepsy; and of those 
resident on 31st December, 160 are classed under the head of mania, 22 monomania, 45 
melancholia, 6 dementia, 28 epilepsy, and 12 idiocy. Eight only are returned as well 
educated, 51 can read and write well, 50 indifferently, 59 can read only, 76 illiterate, and 
29 unknown. The married number 53; the single, 193 ; widows, 8 ; and respecting 
the social condition of 19 nothing is known. The convalescent amount to 19 ; the 
quiet and orderly, 112 ; moderately tranquil, 71 ; noisy and refractory, 71. Forty are 
returned as imbecile and epileptic, and 12 suicidal cases. The probably curable are set 
downat77, or 28 per cent, on the number resident; the probably incurable, including idiots 
and epileptics, at 196. Eleven relapsed cases came back to the asylum, 4 of whom had 
been in it twice before, and 7 once. A larger proportion of the inmates of this belong 
to the agricultural and labouring classes than of any of the other asylums, viz., 161, 
exclusive of 24 persons who are returned as paupers, and the greater portion of whom, 
it may. be inferred, belonged originally to the labouring classes. The rest include 
the various trades, mechanical occupations, &c. 

Four patients, all females, attempted suicide during the year, but without fatal or 
dangerous results in any instance. W e regret, however, to state that a case of homicide 
occurred — a quiet, harmless patient having been strangled at night in a dormitory, in 
■which there were three other inmates. The homicide, Peter Farrell, seeing himself 
observed by one of the other occupants of the dormitory, made a furious attack on him 
also, and but for the timely arrival of an attendant, who was attracted by the noise, might 
nave taken a second life. An inquest was held and the facts ascertained, the verdict 
exonerating the officers of the asylum from all blame, as the jury conceived it was an 
occurrence . which no human care or foresight could have obviated. The Inspectors 
inquired minutely into the particulars at their next inspection, which took place shortly 
after, and concurred in the justice of the view taken by the jury, but expressed their 
regret that no post-mortem examination had been instituted, so as to define the imme- 
diate cause of death with accuracy. Finding Farrell still in the Asylum, and hearing 
at the circumstance had caused excitement amongst the patients, we directed that he 
s ould be committed to the County Gaol to await his trial, a course which was imme- 
nitely adopted. He was accordingly brought up at Summer Assizes for the County 
estmeath, and having been found insane on arraignment, and incapable of pleading, the 
usual order in such cases was made, upon which he was transferred by warrant of your 
xcellcncy to the Central Asylum for Criminal Lunatics, in which he is now detained, 
three females also attempted to escape, but did not succeed ; one male patient got 
way, and was brought back to the asylum. 

s to the supposed cause of insanity, 52 cases come under the general head of moral 
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Molmsgar. cau ses. In 170 cases the supposed cause is returned as unknown. We have already 
several times referred to the importance of obtaining accurate information as to the 
probable cause of insanity in each case. The subject occupies a prominent place in the 
form of admission, and when the parties who make application for the admission of a 
lunatic fail to supply, in the first instance, such facts as may be within their know- 
ledge in answer to the queries contained in the form, it would be desirable that the 
Magistrates, or those who sign the requisition, should address themselves specially to the 
point, with a view to eliciting all the information possible as to the previous history of 
the lunatic. 

The relationship of patients to each other is known in 8 cases — 2 brothers of one 
family, 2 of another, a brother and sister, and a mother and her son. 

The asylum contains only 2 persons who contribute to their support, the yearly pay- 
ment being £15 each. No other of the inmates is known or supposed to be able to 
contribute. Of the males, 48 are employed on the average daily — 27 in agricultural 
labour, and 21 in various ways about the institution. The female employment is more 
general, 81 being occupied daily — 37 in needlework and knitting, 17 in the laundry, and 
27 in miscellaneous domestic duties. Eleven patients were placed under restraint or in 
seclusion in the course of the year — 3 females, by means of muffs and padded straps, 5 in 
seclusion in padded rooms, and three males in seclusion in the same manner. 

Amusements The means of amusement in this asylum are deficient, and the fact was observed upon 
deficient. j n t j_ ie m i nu t e of inspection of 13th November last. It would be highly advisable that 
some suitable pastimes should be introduced, and that the (juiet and orderly patients he 
assembled periodically to enjoy themselves in dancing, &c. The indulgence of occasional 
excursions into the country would be a great source of pleasure, and prove highly bene- 
ficial to those who might be considered fit to join in them, of course under the care of 
trustworthy attendants. We have frequently suggested that steps should be taken 
towards the formation of a band, but nothing has yet been done in that direction. 
Latterly a musician has been engaged to attend once a week, and the Resident Medical 
Superintendent reports that the patients of all classes appear to derive much gratification 
therefrom. 

There are 10 male and 11 female attendants on the insane in this asylum, bemg.in .the 
proportion of 1 to 12^ on the male, and 1 to 13£ on the female side. The principal 
attendant, who is also the shoemaker, gets £35 a-year ; the others £14 and £16. The 
head nurse gets £22 ; the others £8 each. Altogether the scale of wages at the Mullingar 
Asylum is liberal, and has secured a good class of attendants. 

The meetings of the Board of Governors were regularly held, an average of five 
members attending at each. 

The outlay for the year amounted to £6,532 18s. 5d., giving an average cost per head 
per annum for each patient of £23 15s. Id. The expenditure on the farm was 
£52 2s. 6 d.\ the produce, £88 16s. 9 d . ; net profit, £36 14s. 3d., of which produce to the 
value of £13 11s. 4 d. was brought to market, the remainder being used in the house. 
The quantity of land under tillage was 9 acres, and in grass 5 — 9. acres being taken up 
with the building, airing-courts, &c. We regret that the farming operations do not 
present a more favourable result, but the Resident Medical Superintendent accounts for 
it by stating that “the potato crop, which promised favourably in the early part of the 
season, owing to the almost constant rains and the wetness of the soil, was this year, as 
the preceding one, nearly an entire failure. Of the oat crop the same may be said, 
with the exception of the straw, which was abundant but of inferior quality.” The 
usual amount of clothing, bedding, &c., was made by the female patients for the use of 
the establishment. 

Dietary. The dietary table of this asylum is arranged on a liberal scale — £ lb. of solid meat 

being allowed for dinner to all the patients, male and female, on four days in the week. 
The price given for it, viz., 5d. per lb., is above the average, and sufficient to secure a 
good article. The patients are allowed new milk for breakfast, and also for dinner on 
those days on which meat is not given, the allowance for each patient, male and female, 
being a pint at each meal. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent reports that the contracts have been all satis- 
factorily fulfilled during the past year, and that no cause of complaint has arisen. y e 
had, however, to direct attention to the advisability of entering into all contracts lor 
supplies at one and the same time, as heretofore the practice existed of contracting for 
a few articles at one time and a few at another, thereby multiplying the work ; and as a 
contracts for supplies in District Lunatic Asylums have now, under the new Privy Counci 
rules, to be examined and approved in this department, it is absolutely necessary that t e 
duties in connexion therewith should not be needlessly increased. 
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OMAGH ASYLUM. 

District : — Tyrone and Fermanagh. 



This Asylum was inspected in detail on the 18th June, (a special visit of inquiry having inspectors' 
been made some months previously by both Inspectors.) and its general condition reported yisit8 - 
on in the most favourable manner, it being in every respect materially improved? The 
number of patients in the house at that date was 303 — 227 of whom were chargeable to 
Tyrone and 76 to Fermanagh ; thus, taking the population of the two counties into account, 
the latter had 20 less than its fair proportion in the house. The female divisions had not 
their full number of inmates, but the male divisions were fully occupied. The sanitary 
state of the Institution was very satisfactory— 3 patients only being confined to bed by. 
illness. The beds, bedding, &c., were examined and found to be in good order, and the 
various sleeping rooms and day rooms well ventilated. The Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent had effected a useful change by removing the patients from time to time to 
different day-rooms, and so obviating the monotony arising from continued residence in 
the same apartments. He has likewise effected a great improvement in the laundry 
arrangements. Serious inconvenience has existed in this Asylum from the want of hot 
water in the upper corridors — the supply required having to be carried by the attendants 
from the lower part of the house — but measures are about being taken to remedy the 
defect. 



We remarked upon the insufficiency of the means of in-door amusement, and suggested 
the formation of a band of music among the patients. The stores were inspected and 
an entry made that the bread and oatmeal did not appear to be of good quality. The 
books also were examined and seemed to be most carefully kept. 

The last minute of inspection is dated 16th December, when a very favourable Report 
on the general condition of the establishment was again made. "We observed with satis- 
faction that the house was well supplied with fires, and at the same time fully ventilated. 

The sanitary state of the inmates was most satisfactory, there being an almost total absence 
of bodily disease. The beds and bedding were, on the whole, good and sufficient, but the 
male patients were not as well clad in some instances as could be desired ; it was observed, 
too, that they wore stockings in the day-rooms without either shoes or slippers, which 
we did not consider to be either becoming or economical, and accordingly desired that 
canvas shoes should be provided. The manner in which the corridors and rooms at the 
female side of the house are kept, as well as the sleeping apartments of the attendants, 
were remarkably clean. 

It was remarked that means of amusement have hitherto been deficient in this Asylum, 
but we were informed that the Board of Governors were about to increase them. The 
walls of the southern and western wings of the Asylum are very far from being stanched 
against wet, as the rain on the day of inspection fully exemplified. 

There has been an increase of 9 patients in this Institution during the year, the number statistic*, 
resident on 31st December, 1862, being 310 — 178 males and 132 females. The admissions 



amounted to 120 ; the recoveries to 59, or 49T6 per cent, on admissions. The deaths,

Asylum during the year, 79 were labouring under mania; and of the residents on 31st 
•December, 187 were cases of mania, 2 monomania, 49 melancholia, 23 dementia, 5 



puerperal mania, 25 epilepsy, and 19 idiocy. Less than a third of the inmates are re- 
turned as_ illiterate : 65 married, 226 single, 7 widowers, and 12 widows. The convalescent

onvalesceiit cases, and perhaps prematurely, to make room for others of a more acute 
an !jf dangerous character. * 

t should also be observed, with regard to the 21 patients who are returned as having 

E 
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Omagh, been once before in tbe Asylum, that intervals of from two to nine years had elapsed 
— between the discharge of all those cases and their re-admission, and that several of those 
who had been more than once ill the Institution were removed at the request of their 
friends, and contrary to the advice of the Medical Officers. 

The agricultural classes contribute 152 inmates — 83 of the labouring and 69 of the 
farming class ; servants 29 ; and the rest consist, as usual, of traders, mechanics, &c., &c. 
Although the deaths are above the average, no unusual cause of mortality occurred during 
the year, and the obituary table presents nothing that appears to call for special observa- 
tion. No suicide or attempts thereat took place. The measures taken for the prevention 
of escapes from this Asylum — heretofore events of rather frequent occurrence — have been 
productive of the desired effect, no escape having occurred within the past twelve months 
and three persons only having made the attempt. 

The supposed cause of insanity is attributed to hereditary predisposition in 76 cases; 
55 come under the head of moral causes ; and in 146 instances the supposed cause is 
returned as unknown. 14 patients are stated to have relatives at present in the Asylum; 
and there are 18 who have had relatives in it on former occasions. 

The amount contributed for the year by paying patients, of whom there are 12 in the 
Asylum, was £130 5s. There are 3 others whose relatives are stated to be in good 
circumstances, but who do not pay anything towards their support. 

130 patients were employed on an average daily — 62 males and 68 females — the occupa- 
tions varying in no respect from those in other Asylums. 

27 patients were secluded in padded rooms for periods varying from one to two hours ; 
3 in their own cells ; and 10 were placed under restraint by means of the strait waistcoat 
from one to four hours. 

Amusements. The amusements hitherto, as observed upon by the Inspectors at their visitations, have 
been insufficient, but measures are now in progress for remedying the deficiency, and we 
anticipate, in the course of the present year, that an efficient band will be established. 
Hand-ball, the flying circus, draughts, and exercise at drill, with occasional dancing parties 
in the winter season, and reading, constitute the chief means of occupation for the patients 
when not usefully employed. W e trust that to these will be added such other recreations 
as are found most beneficial in those Asylums in which the amusement of the inmates 
is paid special regard to, and that amongst them occasional excursions beyond the precincts 
of the Asylum grounds will be included. The attendants, of whom there are 10 males 
and 9 females, are paid liberally. The head male attendant gets £30 a-year, the others 
£16 and £14. The females £12 and £10. The average is 1 attendant to 18 patients on 
the male, and 1 to 15 on the female side. There are 15 dormitories for each sex, with from 
3 to 14 beds ; 57 single apartments for males and 54 for females, making a total of 343 
beds — 178 for males and 165 for females. 

The meetings of the Governors have been held with the usual regularity throughout 
the year, an average of over six members attending at each meeting. 

The expenditure for the year was £5,488 15s. Id. The average cost of each patient 
per head per annum on the entire outlay being £17 19s. 11c?. The outlay on the farm 
was £312 9s. 2 d. ; the produce £436 Is. 4 d.; net profit, £123 12s. 2d. The sale of farm 
produce realized £103 11s. 6c?. The balance being consumed in the .establishment. The 
quantity of land under tillage' was twelve acres ; in grass nearly nine, and under build- 
ings, airing-courts, &c., upwards of nine acres, making a total of thirty acres. 

Dietary. The scale of dietary in this Asylum is as follows : — Breakfast and supper consist as usual 

of stirabout and milk. Dinner, on three days, 8 oz. of solid meat for men and 6 oz. for 
women, with a sufficiency of potatoes ; on two days a pint of soup and potatoes, and on 
two days bread, rice, and milk. The Contracts were satisfactorily carried out, as reported 
by the Resident Medical Superintendent, save in some minor respects not necessary to 
particularize. 



Richmond. RICHMOND ASYLUM. 

District : — County and City of Dublin, and Counties of Louth and Wicklow. 

This Asylum being situated in the Metropolis, we have been enabled to visit it frequently 
during the past year, and on each occasion it has presented a satisfactory appearance. 
Strict attention is paid to the material comforts of the patients, and their medical and 

moral treatment continues to engage the earnest attention of the Medical Officers of the 
Institution. 

The inadequacy of the accommodation for the requirements of the district was the 
subject of observation in our last as well as in former Reports, and reference was made 
to -the three modes which appeared to the Inspectors to present themselves as most suitable, 
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viz., the erection of a building for chronic and demented patients adjacent to the present Richmond. 

Asylum, or of an auxiliary Asylum on the confines of the County Wicklow, to obviate 

the inconvenience at present felt from the distances which patients from the remoter parts 

of that county have to be brought at present, or by a sub-division of the district. The 

Grand Juries of Louth and Wicklow, however, assembled at Summer Assizes, passed 

resolutions objecting to any further expense being incurred on their part until the full 

quota of accommodation for Lunatics to which those counties are respectively entitled 

in the Asylum shall have been placed at their disposal. The County of Louth, including 

the Borough of Drogheda, had at that time, viz., in July last, 62 patients in the house, 

being 46 less than its just proportion, the number of beds to which it could lay claim 

being 108. The County of Wicklow had 31 under its number, occupying only 69 

beds instead of 100, the proportion to which it is entitled. The ultimate accommodation 

required, calculating at the rate of one insane person in every 700 of the community, is 

for Louth 128, and for Wicklow 123. 

No doubt the objections of these counties to incurring any further expenses for 
building, in connexion with the present Institution, until they shall have obtained their 
full amount of space in it are so far just and reasonable, and deserving of the greatest 
consideration. But then comes the plain fact that the Asylum is scarcely sufficient to 
meet the wants of the County and City of Dublin alone, and it is the pressure from the 
latter that deprives the other parts of the district of their just rights. Extension in 
some shape is therefore imperatively called for ; and what course must be pursued — 
whether must the County and City of Dublin provide increased accommodation for their 
lunatic poor by enlarging the present asylum on their own behalf, without reference 
to the other portions of the district, or adopt the more regular and established course 
of separation on condition of repaying to the counties of Wicklow and Louth the equitable 
proportions of what the latter have contributed to the general building fund ? As the 
whole question is now under the consideration of Government it would be premature to 
enter more fully into it on the present occasion ; but we feel assured that whatever 
decision may be arrived at, with a full knowledge of the case in all its bearings before 
them, the Board of Governors and the Grand Juries will be unanimous in adopting what- 
ever measures may be considered most advisable, and, at the same time, best calculated 
to secure the object in view, namely, that of providing sufficient accommodation for the 
lunatic poor of all parts of the district, without pressing unduly on the rate-payers of 
any particular locality. 

Various improvements, structural and other, have been effected in the course of the 
year, amongst which may be enumerated a new cooking apparatus and lavatories. The 
drying-house, which had been burned down, was also rebuilt, and the whole institution 
underwent a general painting ; but which, we regret to state, has been done in an inferior 
manner. 

The state of education in this asylum is considerably above the average elsewhere, 485 
of the patients being more or less educated, 103 in a superior degree, 108 who can read 
and -write well, 126 indifferently, and 148 readers only; 98 are returned as illiterate, and 
95 cases unknown. 

Schools have been established and placed under the National Board of Education, the schools. 
Commissioners having kindly consented to extend to them the usual benefits, and the 
privilege of purchasing books and other requisites at the reduced rates, making at the 
same time a free grant of books to the value of £10 to begin with. A daily average of 
114 — 47 men and 67 women — have attended, the highest number of pupils on the rolls of 
the school at any time being 198. There are 2 male and 2 female paid teachers, and the 
Resident Medical Superintendent speaks in the strongest terms of the good results that 
have already been obtained. 

The number of lunatics resident on the 31st December, was 678 — 305 men and 373 
women. There were 158 admissions and 67 recoveries, or 42‘40 per cent.; but it should be 
mentioned that 57 of the number admitted belonged to the incurable classes, a fact 
which places the percentage of cures at the Richmond Asylum in reality amongst the 
most favourable returns we have received. The mortality was 67, or 9‘89 per cent, on 
the daily average resident. . 

The authority for admission was the Lord Lieutenant’s Warrant in 50 cases transferred statistics, 
from gaols, 58 ordinary cases admitted by the Board, and 47 urgent by the Physicians, 
besides 3 lunatics removed from the Central Asylum, under the 18th Privy Council Buie, 
the periods of their imprisonment having expired. The ages on admission were from 
ten to twenty, 21 cases; twenty to thirty, 43; thirty to forty, 39; forty to fift y, 25; 
fifty to sixty, 20; sixty to seventy, and upwards, 10. The rule relating to early admission 
13 f u % borne out in this as well as in all tRe other asylums, 38 of the recoveries having 
occurred in recent cases of insanity, while' the duration of disease previous to admission 
was unknown in 23 instances. The length of time those patients who were cuscnarged 
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recovered were under treatment in the asylum, varied from two to twelve months in 
46 cases; the rest were from one to ten years inmates of the asylum. The classifica 
tion of disease, as regards those resident on 31st December, was mania 416, monomanio ao' 
melancholia 144, dementia 60, idiocy 16. 4 

With regard to the social condition of the inmates, we find 450 were single the sexes 
being equally divided; 147 married — 60 men and 87 women, 3 widowers, and 20 widows 
the social condition being unknown in 58 cases. ’ 

The inmates on 31st December, as regards conduct and demeanour, were classified 
in the following manner : — Convalescent, 20; quiet and orderly, 314; moderately tranquil 
262; noisy and refractory, 82; imbecile and epileptic, 17; suicidal, 19. As to prob’ 
ability of recovery they were thus classed:— Probably curable, 97; incurable, including 
idiots and epileptics, 581. This shows an exceedingly small number of curable cases 
scarcely 14£ per cent, on the number resident, being even lower than at Ballinasloe. A 
large amount of the incurables have, however, been supplied from the city gaols * and 
have accumulated from year to year, a circumstance which affects this particular asylum 
very unfavourably, and to which we shall advert again when we come to speak generally 
on the subject of the detention of lunatics in gaols. The Richmond is, moreover the 
oldest of all the. District Asylums, being now forty-eight years in existence, and hence a 
larger residue of incurables must be expected than in any other. It appears, moreover 
taking the returns of the last four years and nine months, that 76 per cent, of the total 
admissions were from gaols, while the mean average in all the other asylums was but 25. 
The foregoing facts are quite sufficient to account for the large number of incurable cases 

found in the Richmond Asylum. The number of relapses during the year was 25 1 

had been three times in asylum, 4 twice, and 20 once. 

Respecting the previous occupations of the inmates, nothing was known in 267 cases 
so that the return is so far not of much use, and it would be very desirable that the 
attention of the local authorities should be given to the subject. The Admission Forms 
if properly filled by the parties applying to get patients into the asylum, would afford the 
necessary intelligence on all points, but in many instances blanks are left, or the queries 
are so carelessly answered, that very little information can be gleaned from them. In 
such cases it would be advisable to require the relative or next friend to attend per- 
sonally at the asylum, and furnish the necessary details. With regard to gaol cases as 
before stated, the order for removal directs the Governor to send all papers, except ’the 
warrant of committal itself, to the asylum with the lunatic, and care should be taken to 
have this regulation observed. A copy of the committal might also be furnished, as it 
may contain a statement of facts that would be of use in the subsequent treatment of 
the case. A most remarkable feature in the return of occupations, is the small number 
of persons belonging .to the agricultural classes, viz., 81; considering that the rural popu- 
lation of three counties are here represented, the per centage is very low. Another note- 
worthy feature is the large number of carpenters in the asylum, viz., 24, being more 
than all the other handicrafts united. 

Among the causes of death, we find that consumption and disease of lungs, has been most 
fatal,. 30 deaths out of 6 7 being returned under this heading. Cerebral affections come next 
m point of numbers, viz., 12; debility and old age, 8; abdominal affections, 7; and disease of 
heart, 5. I here was 1 suicide, and 2 cases of accidental death. With regard to the suicide, 
the patient, J. O., had attempted self-destruction on a former occasion. He slept in a dor- 
mitory with 9 others, and during the night inserted and pushed down into his throat, two 
small tightly compressed plugs of straw, inducing suffocation, which was the immediate 
cause of death, lhe Coroner attended and inquired into the particulars, but did not think 
it necessary to hold an inquest. The Board of Governors at their next meeting, however, 
OTtertamed a “ 1 ® Bren * opinion, and made the following entry on their minutes: — “ The 
Board of Governors hereby wish it to be conveyed to the Coroner, that while they are 
convinced that , every care and attention have been given in this case by him, they are 
strongly of opinion, that, on . any future occasion on which it may unfortunately be 
requisite, to hold an inquiry, it is most desirable that an inquest in the usual form be 
held, which the Governors think might be conducted with such discretion and precaution, as 
not to cause any unnecessary excitement to prevail among the patients.” In the case of 
”• “•» who unfortunately received injuries at night in a dormitory occupied by himself 
% ~ ee . ie £ patients.) from the effects of which he died, an inquest was duly held, and 
the. following facts elicited: — The attendant in charge had settled the four patients in 
their beds for the night, and left to attend to others ; in a very short time he heard a 
scuffle m the room, and on hurrying in, found the deceased standing on the floor bleed- 
mg, and the patient who had attacked him with a chamber, the broken fragments of 
which were lying about, in the act of getting back into his own bed again. This patient, 

1 nomas hoy, was indicted for manslaughter, and having been acquitted on the ground of 
insanity, was transferred to the Central Asylum for Criminal Lunatics at Dundrum, in

shortly after. One patient only, a female, escaped during the year; and although the 
usual steps were immediately taken with a view to her recapture, no trace could be had of 
her; 1 1 inales attempted to get away, but did not succeed. 

TVith reference to the supposed cause of mental disease, it is stated as unknown in no 
less than 460 out of 678 cases; the return, therefore, is manifestly so imperfect as to be 
<jmte valueless in a statistical point of view; 10 persons only are returned as bein’o- related 
to each other, and we conclude the information on this subject is also defective “ 

There were but 2 patients ill the house who contributed any thing towards their sud 
port, and the sums received were very trifling; 5 others were known or supposed to have 
means ; and m one cose, m which a female was entitled to an annuity under her husband’s 
will, the Lord Chancellor directed the amount to be paid to the asylum but no payment 
has yet been received;, in 2 other cases the subject has been brought ’under the notice 
of the English and Irish Common Law and Chancery Commission by the Eesident 
Medical Superintendent. J 

The daily average number of patients employed during the year was 385—180 men 
and 205 women; and 130 attending school— 54 men and 86 women Of the men 88 
were occupied in agricultural work, 36 at trades, and 56 in domestic and miscellaneous 
employmen ts. Of the females, 107 were at needlework, 47 in the laundry, and 51 engaged 
in vai’ious household duties. J 5 ° 



The number of patients placed in seclusion for short periods during paroxysms of 
insanity was 113 ; 22 men, and 91 women, and 4 under restraint ; the means used being 
the chancellor, a modified form of the strait-waistcoat, in which the hands and arms have 
more freedom. 



We cannot express too strongly our approbation of the attention paid to the amuse- Amusements, 
ment and recreation of the patients in this asylum. The games provided for them within 
doors are bagatelle, backgammon, cards, chess, draughts, dancing, singing, and a variety 
of newspapers, serials, and entertaining works. Out of doors they have croquet, football 
handball, Aunt Sally, field billiards, nine-pins, &e. About 80 of the male patients 
have gone to the Phcenix Park, once a-week, to walk or play at football ; and about a like 
number of the female patients have walked out occasionally, generally to the Phcenix 
Park. On each Monday evening, too, from 100 to 160 of the male and female patients 
and attendants meet in one of the large day-rooms, and join in dancing, music, and singing. 



lhe music is furnished by a mixed band of wind and string instruments, the performers 
being patients and attendants, with a paid band-master. The festivals of Christmas and 



Easter are duly celebrated ; and on one occasion an evening party was given in which 
°f the patients took part. Tea, cakes, &c., were served to them; and the Resident 
Medical Superintendent reports that the event produced the most cheering and best effect 
on them all. 



There are 25 male and 36 female attendants, being 1 attendant to 16 patients in the 
former, and 1 to 10 in the latter case. The wages of the men vary from £14 to £21, 
and of the women from £8 to £12. One person, a female attendant, was superannuated 
in 1862, having served twenty-four years, the pension granted to her by the Board, and 
approved by us in accordance with the provisions of the 19 and 20 vie. c. 99, being 
*15 2s. id. per annum. 

There are forty-four dormitories for men, and fifty-eight for women ; the number of 
beds in them ranging from two to fourteen, with fifty-eight single apartments on the one 
fifty-five on the other. The total number of beds being 680 — 310 for men and 
370 for women. 

Ihe Board of Governors met on no less than twenty-five occasions in the year 1862, 



^mge of over four members attending at each meeting ; and every matter brought 



tore them, whether relating to the fiscal business of the institution, or tending in any 
way to promote the comfort and well-being of the patients, received their most earnest 
and attentive consideration. 



The total outlay for the year was £17,914 9s, 5d ., giving an average cost for each Expenditure. 
^hTv° f ^s. 2d. per head per annum. This is higher than the cost in any of the 
oilier District Asylums, and may be most satisfactorily accounted for by stating that the 
letary is of the most liberal kind, the provisions of the best description, and the prices 
necessarily higher in Dublin than in the rural districts ; allowance should also be made 
or the fact that alterations, repairs, &c., reached a considerable amount, which if deducted, 
ogether with the superannuation pensions, from the total, would reduce the average cost 
y about £4 10-9. per head. The expenditure on the farm was £290 0s. 9c?. The i:

b5 3s. 4rZ., and the remainder was converted to the use of the asylum. The quantity of 
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Richmond, land is fifty-nine and a-lialf acres, thirty-two and a-half under buildings, airing courts, &<*., 
— sixteen under tillage, and eleven in grass. A very large amount of clothing, bedding, 
house linen, &c., was made up by the patients during the year, besides the ordinary 
repairs. 

Dietary. We have just adverted to the superior dietary given in this asylum. The patients 
get l lb. of solid meat on six days in the week for dinner, , with 10 oz. of bread or 2 lbs. 
of potatoes, besides other vegetables ; 5^d. per lb. is the price paid for meat, and 5f d. per 
4 lbs. for bread; the latter is the only article complained of as being sometimes of inferior' 
quality. On one occasion the bread had to be returned, and a supply purchased elsewhere, 
charging the difference in price to the contractor. On the whole, however, the Resident 
MedicafSuperintendent reports that the contracts have been fairly fulfilled. 



Suco. SLIGO ASYLUM. 

District : — Counties of Sligo and Leitrim. 

inspectors’ This asylum was minutely inspected on the 21st April, 1862, and we had to report 
T131ts ' very favourably of the condition in which we found it. The patients were all seen and 
examined, and every due care seemed to be extended to them. The day-rooms, corridors, 
and dormitories, single as well as associated, were found to be clean and orderly. The 
number of inmates on the above date was 180 — 91 males and 89 females ; 124 belong- 
ing to Sligo, and 56 to Leitrim ; the former county having in proportion to its population 
nearly double the amount of accommodation to which it is justly entitled, a fact attri- 
butable in great measure to the remoteness of the greater portion of the County Leitrim 
from the asylum. We expressed, in our minute, our gratification at the erection of the 
fine refectory recently completed, and which has been also occasionally used as a recrea- 
tion hall. It was very satisfactory to witness the order and decorum with which the 
patients, both male and female, conducted themselves at dinner on the da} 1 - of inspection. 
The cooking apparatus lately set up was highly approved, and appeared to be so econo- 
mical and efficient that we formed the resolution of recommending its adoption in each 
of the new asylums about to be erected. The books of the institution, which were 
examined appeared to be kept with much care, and the attendance of the various 
extern officers was found to have been regular. 

We had on this occasion an opportunity of being present at the celebration of divine 
service in the asylum, and Were greatly gratified with the behaviour and respectful attention 
of the patients, which impressed us if possible more strongly than before, with the utility 
of religious ministrations in lunatic asylums. 

It was observed that the wood-work of the asylum required to be done up and 
repainted in many places, and an entry to that effect was made on the asylum books. The 
grounds were found to be much improved, and a high mound, which had intercepted the 
light and view at the east side of the building, was being lowered and sloped down, thus 
giving a more cheerful aspect to the apartments which before were rather gloomy and 
confined, particularly those on the ground floor. 

Statistics. The number of admissions since the date of our last report was 71 — 42 males and 29 
females; of discharges, 51—28 males and 23 females, of whom 47 were recovered, or 
66.' 19 per cent, on admissions ; 16 persons were received from gaol by Warrant of the Lord 
Lieutenant, 9 being persons charged with minor offences, and 7 under committal as 
dangerous lunatics ; 12 were admitted in the ordinary course, by order of the Board, and 
43 were urgent cases received by the Physicians. The deaths amounted to 23, all 
from natural causes, being 12'77 per cent, on the daily average resident. This is an 
unusually high rate of mortality, considering that no epidemic occurred during the year ; 
but it is accounted for by the fact, that no less than 12 patients died from consumption 
and disease of lungs, and 7 from debility and old age. 

The number resident on 31st December, 1862, was 182 — 98 males and 84 females, 
being 3 less than on the 31st December, 1861. 

Of the admissions, 10 were under twenty years of age ; 25, twenty to thirty ; 14, thirty to 
forty ; 11, forty to fifty ; and 11, fifty to seventy ; 37 recoveries took place in recent cases 
of insanity ; and in 23 of them, the patients had been less than a month ill previous to 
admission. The majority of the patients discharged cured, likewise, were but a short time 
under treatment, 36 of them having been less than a year in the asylum. The form oi 
disease as regards the residents on the 31st December was mania in 83 instances ; mono- 
mania, 8 ; melancholia, 29 ; dementia, 34 ; epilepsy, 14 ; idiocy, 6 ; imbecility, 8. Ihe 
state of education is rather below the average in this asylum, 4 persons only being 
well educated; 11 who can read and write well; indifferently educated, or can rea 
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only, 83 ; and 82 are illiterate. The married amounted to 42 ; single, 129 ; -widowers and Sligo* 
■widows, 11. Three persons only are returned as convalescent; 97 quiet and orderly; 

59 moderately tranquil, and 23 noisy and refractory; the latter class being a very 
small proportion of the whole. The imbecile and epileptic are stated at 28, and the 
suicidally disposed, 6 ; 44 only of the 182 resident are returned as probably curable, or 
24 per cent. ; 14 relapsed cases were re-admitted during the year ; 5 after an interval of 
less than six months, 4 one year, and the rest from two to five years. 

One hundred and thirteen of the inmates belong to the agricultural classes rather a 

higher proportion than is found in District Asylums generally. No case of suicide, or 

attempt thereat, occurred during the year ; but there were several attempts at escape all, 

fortunately, unsuccessful; a fact which speaks strongly in favour of the vigilance of the 
officers ancl attendants. With regard to the supposed causes of insanity, 40 cases came 
under the general head of moral causes ; 64 physical causes, and 78 unknown ; 10 of the 
inmates have relatives at present in the asylum, and 7 others had relatives in it at former 
times. There are 7 paying patients, the amount contributed annually by them being 
£105, or, on the average £15 each. Some of them, however, pay but £10, while others 
pay £25. There is another, a farmer’s son, whose relatives are said to be in a position to 
pay for his maintenance, but they do not contribute anything. 

The number of males and females capable of employment are equally divided, viz., 56 
of the former, and 58 of the latter ; no difference exists in the occupations in this and the 
generality of District Asylums. The chief employment is agricultural labour for the men, 
with a few occupied at trades; and sewing, knitting, and the usual routine of domestic 
duties for the females. Mechanical restraint has not been resorted to in any case since 
the period of our last Report; and in 7 instances only was seclusion found necessary for 
very short periods. 

The amusement of the patients is fully attended to in this asylum, and is regarded Amusements, 
by the Medical Officers as a leading feature in the treatment of the insane. A great 
variety of games, and a library of entertaining books, magazines, &c., are placed at the 
disposal of the inmates. They have had an admirable band established amongst them 
for some time, and musical and dancing parties are regularly held. A school has like- School, 
wise been established, and placed under the National Board ; and the Resident Medical 
Superintendent reports, that the attention paid to providing recreations and inducing the 
patients to engage in pastimes or amusing occupations, continues to produce the most 
happy results ; a fact borne out by the high per centage of recoveries, which obtains 
in this, as well as in other Asylums, where the importance of engaging the minds 
of the insane in amusing occupations, and in the recreations of social life, is fully 
recognised. 

The attendants, of whom there are 8 men and 8 women, are of a very good class. 

The head male attendant, who is also a shoemaker, gets £20 a-year, the attendants £15, 
and assistants from £10 to £14. The wages of the women vary from £6 to £10 ; 
the number of patients to attendants is 12 to 1 on the male, and 10 to 1 on the female 
side. There are 16 dormitories for men, and a like number for women, with from 3 to 
10 beds in each, and 34 single apartments for each sex likewise, making a total of 268 
beds equally divided between the sexes. 

The meetings of the Governors were held as usual with great regularity, and were fully 
attended, an average of 6 members having been present at each meeting. The business 
submitted to the Board was duly carried out and recorded ; copies of the minutes of 
proceedings being forwarded with regularity to our department, in accordance with the 
Privy Council Rules. 

The expenditure for the year was £4,145 0s. 2d. The average cost of each patient Expenditure, 
per head per annum on the entire outlay being £22 195. 5d. A sum of £414, includ- 
ing £261 for cooking apparatus, &c., was, however, expended, under the head of repairs 
and alterations, in addition to which a stock of coals sufficient for one year’s consumption 
was laid in ; the deduction of these items would reduce the actual cost to £20 105. The 
outlay on the farm and garden amounted to £219 19s. Id. The produce to £346 13s. 4 d., 
a portion of which was brought to market, and realized £29 15s. 11c/., the balance being 
used for the benefit of the establishment. The net profit on the year’s operations was 
£126 14s. Bd. The crops consisted of potatoes, oats, turnips, carrots, mangolds, and 
garden vegetables. Two horses are kept for farming purposes and pumping water. 

The quantity of land under tillage is 20£ acres, one acre and a-half in grass, and 
nearly 8 acres taken up with buildings, airing-courts, &c., making the total quantity of 
land attached to this asylum 30 acres. In addition to the work of the farm, a quantity 
of painting, glazing, and carpentry work was done by the patients, besides a very large 
number of articles of wearing apparel and domestic use, which were made and repaired 
m the course of the year. 
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Siioo. The provisions supplied to this Asylum are of good quality, and no instances have 
Dietary. occurred of default on the part of the contractors in the due fulfilment of their resnecti 

contracts. Meat, in one shape or other, is given on four days in the week at dinner and 
on the other three days, a quart of rice milk and 12 oz. of bread to working men • 8 o 
being the allowance for idle men and women. The breakfast and supper varv but little 
from the fare given at those meals in other asylums. A more generous dietary is nre 
scribed by the Physicians for the delicate or sickly when necessary. J " 



Waterford.’ WATERFORD ASYLUM. 

District : — County and City op Waterford. 

inspectors’ This asylum was visited on five different occasions since the date of our last Report 
and was found at each visitation to be in a very satisfactory state. The first minute of 
inspection is dated 28th March, 1862, when the cleanly and orderly condition of the house 
was highly commended. The general health of the inmates was good, 4 only being con- 
fined to bed, and 2 under restraint. There were none in seclusion. At that time the house 
contained 129 patients — 67 men and 62 women. The provisions were examined and 
appeared to be of excellent quality. Subsequent inspections were made in March May 
July, and November, when we again expressed our approval of the very favourable state’ 
in which we found the establishment, both as regards the cleanliness and good order 
prevailing throughout its various departments, the health of the inmates, and the care and 
attention bestowed upon them. We observed amongst the patients a paralytic woman 
who was also affected with cutaneous disease of the foot, and who did not appear to offer 
any hope of recovery, and were informed that she had been sent from one of the union 
workhouses of the county. It was our opinion that her case was one that might be treated 
in the infirm ward of a poorhouse rather than in an Asylum, and we made an entry to 
that effect. The house being about to undergo certain alterations and additions, the utility 
of having it generally supplied with gas was suggested. The new kitchen-range, recently 
erected, was observed as being a great improvement. The defective state of the laundry 
was referred to, but the Manager stated that he was about submitting a plan for its im- 
provement, which would be productive of much benefit. 

Statistics. The number of patients resident on 31st December, 1862, was 130— 66men and 64women, 

being 5 less than at the corresponding date of the previous year. There were 39 admis- 
sions 16 men and 23 women ; 9 by Warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, 7 under committal 
as Dangerous Lunatics, and 2 charged with offences — one of whom, a female, was committed 
on a charge of homicide, and was removed to the Asylum pending her trial for that 
offence. When the Assizes came round she was sent back to the gaol, and having been 
tried and acquitted, on the ground of insanity, was transferred to the Central Asylum for 
Criminal Lunatics at Dundrum. Thirty were admitted in the ordinary course on the autho- 
rity of the Board ; 18 are returned as having been discharged recovered, or 46T5 per 
cent, on admissions. There were, besides, 11 discharged improved, and 4 unimproved; 
making a total of 34 discharges within the year. 

The duration of disease, previous to admission was under a month in 7 cases, under 
three months in 5 , under six months in 3, under twelve months in 2 ; so that, of the 19 
cures, 17 were more or less recent cases of insanity ; 16 of these also were but a short 
time under treatment, viz., from two to twelve months, the majority of recoveries taking 
place within a few months of admission. Of the 39 admissions 22 were cases of mania, 
11 melancholia, 1 monomania, 4 dementia, and 1 epilepsy ; and of those resident on 31st 
December, 61 are returned under the head of mania, 5 monomania, 17 melancholia, 27 
dementia, 6 epilepsy, and .14 idiocy. The educational condition of the inmates was of an 
average description, 9 being well educated, 22 read and write well, 24 indifferently, 17 
read only, and 58 were illiterate. The married amounted to 29, the single 89, and 
widowed 12. The classification, as regards conduct and demeanour, is very satisfactory, 
5 being convalescent,. 86 quiet and orderly, 26 moderately tranquil, and but 13 noisy and 
refractory, with 20 imbecile and epileptic, and 11 suicidal cases. The state as to pro- 
bability of recovery also shows very favourably, 66 being returned as probably curable 
out of a total of 130, or 50 per cent. Eleven relapsed cases were admitted during the 
year, 7 of whom had been once in. the Asylum, 2 three times, and 2 four times. Forty- 
seven of the inmates belonged to the agricultural classes, 16 to the class of servants, and 
^rF e staged to have had.no occupation ; the rest were tradespeople, &c., &c. 

I here were 10 deaths since the date of our last Report, all from natural causes, being 
7 46 per cent, on the daily average resident. No case of suicide occurred, but 5 attempts; 
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some of them of a very determined character, arc recorded. One individual who was 
prevented from stabbing himself m the neck with a pair of scissors subsequently ende“ — 
voured to cut his throat with a piece of slate, and a female attempted twice to strangle 
herself with handkerchiefs. Another patient was frequently detected tearing his clotfes 
and bedding into strips for the purpose of hanging himself. 

One person effected his escape to his friends, who, considering him recovered requested 
h,s discharge, which was accordingly granted. Pour others attempted to escape one of 
them on three occasions but did not succeed. As to the supposed cause of insanity in 
those cases resident on 31st December, moral causes are given in 31 instances nhvsical in 
36 and in 03 no information could be afforded. Fou? persons are retoed L he ng 
related— two brothers and a mother and her daughter. One paying patient only was if 

this Asylum, a female, the amount paid for her maintenance being £13 yearly and none of 

the other inmates are known, or supposed to have, available means. The patients capable 
of employment are not many ; the daily average engaged in the various occupations bdna 
20 men and 34 women ; of the former 9 were employed on the farm 4 at trades and 7 
m various ways about the house; of tile females, 20 in needle-work, knittinv &c ’and 14 
in household duties. '* 



Restraint or seclusion for short periods is occasionally used. 

The means of amusement are not so amply provided in this Asylum as we would desire • 
and although some improvement has been of late effected in this respect, more remains to 
be accomplished. An occasional country excursion for the convalescent and orderly 
patients might be given with advantage ; and an evening party, at stated intervals, for those 
of the men and women who could be permitted such an indulgence, under careful super- 
vision would be most desirable. It would be also necessary to increase the stock of books 
periodicals, &c., for reading, the present supply being rather limited ; and the organization 
of a band of music would contribute greatly to the general cheerfulness of the inmates 
during their leisure hours. 

x T A e , re ar ? 5 male and 10 female attendants. The wages of the former being from £12 
* + , 2 °\ an< ? of the lat ' er 4s - t0 £8 8s - We consider that the female attendants 

in this Asylum are underpaid ; their wages averaging only £5 5s. each per annum, a sum 
considerably below the average in any other Asylum. The number of dormitories is 
sixteen — eight on either side, with from four to fifteen beds in each, with twelve single 
apartments for men and eleven for women— making a total accommodation for 129, bein°- 
a decrease since last Report of thirteen beds, owing to the alterations in progress, which 
nave necessarily interfered somewhat with existing arrangements. 

The monthly meetings of the Board were held with the usual regularity ; several special 
meetings were also convened to carry out the arrangements for increasing the accom- 
modation, and for the general improvement of the institution, in its various departments, 
so often recommended by the Inspectors, and so long the subject of deliberation with 
e Board. The steps originally taken with reference to these improvements were fully 
etailed in our last Report, and need not now be repeated ; it is sufficient to state that the 
"works are nearly finished, and, when completed, will afford the necessary additional 
accommodation, and add largely to the general comfort and well-being of the estab-

District In accordance with the system on which our Annual Reports to your Excellency are 
now drawn up, having entered into the facts relating to each asylum separately and in 
— detail, it will not he necessary to do more than take a very brief review of them in the 



The period embraced in our last report was a broken one of nine months, hence some 
little difficulty must necessarily exist in contrasting the returns of the present with the 
past year ; however, by adding a third to the figures in the former report, an approxi- 
mation is obtained sufficiently accurate for all practical purposes. 

A chief feature in our returns is the number of patients resident in District Asylums 
on 31st December last, as contrasted with the number resident at the corresponding 
date of the previous year, exhibiting an increase of 118 — 103 males and 15 females. The 
following table gives a view of the number of patients under treatment during the year, 
and the results thereof : —

Statistics. The recoveries and deaths exhibit very favourable averages, being 47’31 on admissions, 
in the one case, and 8T5 on the daily average resident in the other ; or, calculating the- 
proportion of deaths on the aggregate number under treatment during the year, the 
mortality amounted to only 6T2 per cent, amongst the males, and 6-88 per cent, amongst 
the females, or 6‘49 on the entire number. The recoveries have been more numerous- 
among the females, being 10 per cent, higher than among the males ; while the mor- 
tality is one per cent, less in regard to the latter. The following tabular statement shows the 
percentage of recoveries and deaths in each asylum, distinguishing the sexes : —

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. One of the most interesting returns attached' to ' this report' is the' table showing the tostiuw 
duration of disease previous to admission of those patients who were discharged recovered 
within the year, and from which it will be seen that, in no less than 308 cases the attack 
of insanity was of very recent date, and that of the whole number discharged recovered Be “ >TI!rIe ’- 
via., 554, 424 individuals had been less than a year ill. We have in the course of our 
previous observations, when speaking of each asylum separately, made frequent reference 
to the large number of recoveries occurring on early admissions, actuated by the para- 
mount importance of the subject. 1 

A writer on psychology has truly said, that “ a person may be treated for any bodily 
ailment as well, perhaps better, at home than in a hospital ; but this does not apply to 
mental disease : for if experience has ever established one fact more clearly than another ■ 
it is that home treatment, in all eases of mental disease, is pernicious. When the mind 
is affected, the very presence of the nearest and clearest relation— probably no longer 
under some existing delusion, so esteemed— provokes excitement, and the cure-of the case 
becomes indefinitely retarded." It cannot, therefore, be too often repeated, nor can the 
knowledge be too widely diffused, that, on the first manifestations of derangement the 
prompt removal of the patient to an asylum affords au almost certain hope of speedy 
recovery, while the opposite course will as assuredly lead to confirmed and incurable 
insanity. 

There is another point deserving of notice, in reference to recoveries, and that is the 
large number discharged after a short term of treatment — 410 out of the 554 cases having 
recovered within periods varying from one to twelve months. 

We regret that the deaths (eight) from suicide or the result of violence have-been more 
numerous than in any previous year ; but having observed upon each case separately, 
under the head of the respective asylums in which those accidents occurred, it is not 
necessary now to refer to the subject, further than to express our hope that the precau- 
tionary measures adopted— -and particularly the introduction of regular night-watches — 
will have the effect of providing, as far as human foresight can do, against the recur- 
rence of such untoward events. In other respects the table of deaths exhibits nothing 
unusual. 



With regard to the escapes, seven persons only, of whom six were males, succeeded in 
getting away during the year, although many attempts were made and bounds frequently 
broken ; this is creditable to the officers and attendants of the various asylums, and speaks 
very well for the vigilance of the latter, particularly as the institutions are entirely 
divested of all prison characteristics, and the grounds around them in many cases open. 

In fact any patient possessed of ordinary activity, who felt a desire to escape, if left unob- 
served, could easily do so. 

While on this immediate subject, we are happy to state that some Boards of Governors 
aave, to a certain extent, coincided in the views frequently expressed by us in regard to 
the salaries and wages of the officers and servants attached to District Asylums. Still 
^e cannot but express our conviction that, as the well-being of these institutions so mate- 
rially depends upon the efficiency of those immediately employed in them, the officers 
ana servants are as a body underpaid. In many cases the wages are so low that they 
oner no inducement to good attendants to remain ; in fact, as soon as they become useful 
aud acquainted with their duties, on getting a few pounds together they emigrate, and 
new and inexperienced persons have to be employed. We would, therefore, desire to see 
a uniform and liberal scale of remuneration established for the staff of each Asylum, and 
one commensurate with the duties and responsibilities imposed upon them. Hence, 
th 6 R 6Ve ^ a P ro P os ^ on f° r increased payment or allowances was submitted to us from 
e Boards of Governors, unless we saw good reasons to the contrary, we have invariably 
recommended it for the sanction of your Excellency.

The sums contributed by patients or their friends to the funds of the various Asylums 
Patients. f or SU pp 0 rt and maintenance during the year amount in the aggregate to ±.900. in the 
foregoing pages, as well as in previous Reports, we have expressed our opinions on this 
subiect, deprecating the idea of making pauperism the test of fitness for the admission of 
insane persons into District Asylums ; for we consider it would be a hardship to exclude- 
those who, being a good way removed from absolute poverty, are, nevertheless, unable to 

meet even the lowest charges in a private licensed Asylum. _ _ A ., ... 

Dietary. i n the Appendix will be found the dietary tables of the various asylums, together with 

a tabular statement of the contract prices paid for the various articles of consumption,, 
and which returns go very far towards accounting for the variations m the above table. 
Contracts for On the subject of contracts we may observe that, hitherto some ^regularities occasionally 
supplies. occurr ed respecting them ; and the Commissioners for Auditing the Public Accounts have- 
from time to time questioned the propriety of payments with regard to which either no 
contracts had been entered into, or having been entered into, no bonds liad been executed, 
so that the contractors withdrew, or declined to furnish supplies, when it suited them, and 
the articles had to be purchased at market prices. By the new Privy Council Rules, 
however, the duty of examining into and of approving all contracts for supplies devolves 
upon us, and we have accordingly issued forms of Tender and of Contract Ronds calcu- 
lated to prevent any irregularities in future. Of one practice, in reference to tailing 
contracts heretofore, we cannot too strongly disapprove : we refer to the mode ot con- 
tracting for two or three articles at one board, a few more at the next, and so on, until 
there was, in many cases, some trifling article or other to be contracted for almost at every 
board ; a most objectionable mode of doing business, and calculated to increase mdelimteiy 
the duties of the very limited staff of this department, by whom the great mass ot tenders, 
from all the district asylums in Ireland have to he examined. ... 

Hot system The uniform system of boohs for District Asylums drawn up by us in accordance mm 
of books. the desire 0 f tlie Chief Secretary, has been generally adopted ; in a few instances, now- 
ever, in which supplies of boohs had just previously been obtamedon the old patrein, 
and at a considerable cost, the Governors did not think it right to incur the a i l °

Council to meet these requirements is for 2,000, including the additions at the old asylums, 
and which are now either wholly or in part completed. 

The great mass of idiots and epileptic imbeciles, both those who are resident in Work- 
houses and those at large, are not included in the above computation, as, until the gaols 
are cleared of their lunatic inmates and space obtained in the several District Asylums 
for the immediate admission of every acute and curable case of insanity that presents 
itself, we consider it would be useless to dwell upon the question of making any provision 
beyond that already available in the various Workhouses for them, their claims upon the 
public, though undoubtedly of a very pressing nature, being far less urgent than those of 
the lunatic. 



WORKHOUSES. 

In obtaining returns of the lunatic, idiotic, and epileptic insane inmates of Workhouses 
we have divided them, as usual, into three classes, namely; persons requiring curative 
treatment, 101 ; persons whose cases are of an incurable nature, but who require medical 
treatment or constant care and attendance, as not being able to perform the commonest 
offices for themselves, of whom there were 911 ; and persons incurable, but harmless and 
not unfit to remain in the Workhouses, and mix generally with the inmates, 1,039. It 
thus appears that of the total number of insane persons of all denominations resident in 
Workhouses on 31st December, 1862, a little over one-half required nothing more than 
shelter, food, and raiment, and so far may be said to be satisfactorily placed at present, 
and maintained in the most economical manner. For the other half, including curables 
and incurables, the question of providing more suitably will be one for consideration at a 
future period, when we shall have had an opportunity of judging how far the new asylum 
accommodation, now in progress, will have the effect of relieving the Workhouses generally 
of insane persons, who are not fit objects to remain in them. We have introduced a new 
feature into the Workhouse returns for the year 1862, viz., the admissions, discharges, and 
deaths, from which it appears that 1,461 persons mentally affected were received during 
the year, of whom 723 were men and 738 women; and 997 discharged — 554 men and 
443 women ; the deaths amounting to 309 — 147 among males and 162 among females, 
being 14 per cent, on the daily average resident, or about 6 per cent, higher than in 
District Asylums. This difference in the rate of mortality is no doubt in some measure to 
be accounted for by the fact that the ailing, aged, and feeble in the latter institutions receive 
constant care and attention and a more generous dietary; while in the former, although 
a considerable improvement has taken place in the regimen in many places, that continuous 
and unceasing care on the part of skilled and efficient nurses and attendants, which is 
the chief characteristic of asylum treatment, is wanting, and operates in an unfavourable 
manner on those classes. 



GAOLS. 

The committal of insane persons to gaol, as Dangerous Lunatics, continues unabated, 
and in some instances even the necessary formalities have not been duly observed, not- ous Lunatics’* 
withstanding that Government has from time to time taken great pains to inform the 0 ao 8 ‘ 
magistracy on the subject. 

The inattention of magistrates to the provisions of the Act was the subject of observa- 
tion in our last Report ; but little amendment, if any, is observable in the mode of pro- 
cedure. 

The chief cause- of complaint is the omission from the warrant of committal of the facts 
upon which the persons brought before them were “ discovered and apprehended, under 
circumstances denoting a derangement of mind and a purpose of committing a crime 
for which, if committed, such persons would be liable to be indicted;” in other cases. the 
facts mentioned in the warrant turn out to be quite insufficient to justify the committal 
of the party as a “ Dangerous Lunatic while, again, the proper form of warrant is not 
adopted, or if adopted, is signed by one magistrate only — the law requiring the signa- 
ture of two, who shall have personally examined the lunatic. These informal committals 
occurred most frequently in the County of Cork, and in some instances occasioned 
considerable delay with regard to transference to the asylum, it having been necessary m 
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Gaols. cases in which, although the warrants were irregular, the parties were fit and proper 

' persons to be committed — to have the documents amended and put into legal form before 

removal from the gaol could be effected. 

Statistics The total number of insane persons confined in gaols during the year was 1,071 — 676 
^Appendix men an( ^ 395 women ; of these 993 were detained in custody as dangerous lunatics— 613 
males and 380 females ; and 78, or 63 males and 15 females, as criminal lunatics, includ- 
ing 20 persons acquitted of offences on the ground of insanity ; 15 found insane on - 
arraignment, and incapable of pleading; 12 who became insane in gaol while under 
sentence of imprisonment or transportation ; 28 committed in default of surety to keep 
the peace, and who were insane or who became insane subsequent to committal ; and 3 
insane persons committed under the Yagrancy Act. The total number of persons com- 
mitted as dangerous lunatics during the year was 672 — 414 men and 258 women. The 
number transferred to asylums was 322, besides 45 criminal lunatics, making a total of 
367 persons removed from the gaols through this department by Warrant of your Excel- 
lency during the past year. 286 persons were discharged, and 40 deaths occurred, giving 
a total of 693, including removals, discharges, and deaths within the year. 

Eenjoyai of. We regret to observe, with regard to lunatics confined in gaols, that in some instances 
GaoiS As ^ when vacancies occur in District Asylums, and we communicate the fact in the usual 
iumn. * course to the gaol authorities, with a request that the most suitable cases, and those 
most likely to derive benefit from treatment in an asylum, should be selected by the 
Medical Officers, very unfit cases are chosen ; and it has happened that, though certified 
in the prescribed form to be “curable? (on the faith of which statement we have obtained 
the issue of your Excellency’s Warrant,) yet, on admission into the asylum, they have been 
pronounced by the physicians to be incurable, or else in a debilitated and dying state. 

Complaints have been occasionally made regarding the want of information, with respect 
to lunatics sent from gaols to asylums, on which subject we can only observe that we have 
done all in our power to meet the difficulty. W e drew up forms pf committal, and of 
statements to accompany same, with a view to eliciting all the information . possible 
regarding the case of every pei’son committed to prison as a Dangerous Lunatic ; these 
forms were circulated by Government to the magistrates throughout Ireland; they are sent 
with each lunatic to the gaol to which he may be committed, and the Governor is required 
by the Government Order which he receives for the removal of every case, to send all 
documents relating thereto — except the warrant of committal — to the asylum with the 
lunatic. 

The number of lunatics in custody in gaols on 31st December last vms 378 — 247 men 
and 131 women, against 339 at the corresponding date of previous year, being an increase 
of 39 in the year. The City of Dublin prisons continue to be, as usual, filled with lunatics, 
containing 100 between them — 49 men in Richmond Bridewell and 51 women in Grange- 
gorman. There are also 12 lunatics in the County Gaol, and we consider that some 
steps ought to be taken to relieve these prisons of their lunatic inmates. The prisons of 
Lifford with 39 lunatics, Wexford 32, Downpatrick 29, Castlebar 20, Cavan, Armagh, and 
Monaghan with 22, 14, and 12, respectively, have an immediate prospect of being relieved 
by the new asylums, now commencing to be erected ; and if some easement were at the 
same time afforded to the Dublin prisons the detention of lunatics in gaols would be 
reduced to a minimum. 

In some cases the condition of lunatics, on their reception into asylum from gaol, has 
not been satisfactory, due attention not having been paid to cleanliness either in person 
or clothing ; and, on ascertaining the facts, we have taken such steps as appeared to be 
required by the circumstances of each case coming under our observation. 
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CENTRAL ASYLUM FOR CRIMINAL LUNATICS AT DUNDRUM. 

We have constantly visited this asylum in the course of the year, and on each occasion 
have found its general condition satisfactory ; the day -rooms, corridors, and dormitories, 
clean, orderly, and well ventilated, and the patients carefully attended to in every 
respect. On the female side, particularly, we have invariably observed an air of comtor 
and cheerfulness, and an attention to neatness of detail in the arrangement of the cor- 
ridors and apartments, as well as in the personal appearance of the patients and of the 
attendants themselves, deserving of our commendation. _ ,, 

This scrupulous attention to cleanliness, when the comfort and convenience of t e 
patients are not in any way sacrificed to it, is, in our opinion, the surest test of efficiency 
and fitness for their duties on the part of attendants on the insane. The sanitary 
stpte. of the asylum has been, as usual, most satisfactory, 4 patients only having 
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•during the year, being but 3*12 per cent, on the daily average resident— the lowest per- 
centage of deaths in any of the public asylums in this country. 

The principal event of the year was the removal of 17 patients to District Asylums 
These persons had been tried and found guilty of various offences, and sentences of 
imprisonment or penal servitude passed upon them, subsequent to which, having become 
insane, they were transferred to the Central Asylum, under the 12th sec. of the Act 8 & 9 
Vic., c. 107. On the expiration of their sentences, if sane, they would have been entitled 
to their discharge, but continuing to be of unsound mind, it was obvious that they could 
not be set at liberty without endangering their own safety or that of other persons ; and 
having undergone the full term of their sentences, they ceased to be properly chargeable 
to the funds of a Government Institution, or fit subjects for detention therein. The only 
course that remained, therefore, was to make arrangements for their transference to the 
District Asylums to which, as pauper lunatics, they appeared to have been admissible 
before they were taken into custody, particularly as a number of lunatics eligible for 
admission into the Central Asylum were detained in several of the gaols, and in the con- 
vict prisons awaiting vacancies. The Inspectors, who are authorized by the 18th sec. of 
the new Privy Council Code to take the necessary steps in such cases, accordinglyin- 
quired into the facts, and having ascertained the localities to which these lunatics 
•respectively belonged, their removal was effected, and the vacancies thus created filled up 
by others of a more suitable description, amongst whom were eight insane convicts whose 
removal from Philipstown before 30th June, 1862, was rendered necessary, in consequence 
of Government having decided on closing the prison. 

. The total number removed during the year was 19 — 14 men and 5 women, of whom Statistics 
3 were recovered, 5 improved, and 11 incurable. The admissions amounted to 20, ^ ppendix 
' of which 3 only were females ; and the number resident on 31st December, 1862, was 
128, being 8 more than the asylum was built for. Of these, 43 were homicides — 30 men 
and 13 women ; 9 cases of shooting at ; 3 stabbing ; 24 assault ; 22 burglary, horse and 
cattle stealing, &c. ; 8 arson ; and 20 larceny cases. The form of disease was mania in 
56 cases; melancholia, 24; moral insanity, 6 ; imbecility, 19 ; epileptic, with occasional 
mania, 8 ; and 15 are returned as being convalescent. The social and educational con- 
dition of the inmates does not vary from that which prevails generally throughout 
the District Asylums ; the proportion of married to the unmarried, and of educated to 
the illiterate being about the same. 

The great majority of the inmates are capable of useful employment, 96 being on the 
average, occupied daily : 24 men in gardening and agricultural labour, 3 tailoring, 3 
shoemaking, 2 smith’s work, 1 tin-smith, 7 cleaning house, and 28 in miscellaneous duties. 

The women, to the number of 28, are engaged in needlework, knitting, assisting in laundry 
and various domestic duties. 

• Three patients, only were subjected to restraint: 1 male, who is disposed to sudden 
impulsive fits of violence, in which his aim would be to kill anyone near him ; and 2females, 

; who are very changeable and dangerous ; in the former case, a waistband, with wristband 
attached, for the purpose of confining one hand, is used ; and in the latter, the camisole. 

Gne patient attempted to escape by crossing the boundary-wall, but he was observed, 
pursued by the attendant, and brought back immediately. 

The amusements of the patients are duly attended to, and consist of hand-ball, bowls, Amusements, 
draughts, cards, &c. Occasionally an evening party for dancing is given, and on the 
•.principal festivals they get a better dinner than usual, with tea, bread and butter, and 
cakes ; and a piper is hired to whose music they dance. Newspapers, periodicals, and some 
books are provided for those who take an interest in reading. 

there are 7 attendants on the male side and 5 on the female — the wages of the 
former being £18, and of the latter £12. We have, however, recommended a general 
increase of about two pounds each, considering that in an institution of this nature it is 
esirable to give good wages and make the servants, whose duties are laborious and often 
isagreeable, on the whole, contented with their positions and anxious to do well. The 
fiords of the Treasury have been pleased to accede to our recommendation, and the increase 
Wifi take effect from the 1st January. 

W e referred in our last Report to the necessity of extending the accommodation at this 
AsyJum, and are happy to state that, on your Excellency’s recommendation, the Lords of tion. 
e Treasury have acceded thereto, having by their letter of the 27th January, 1862, sanc- 
°ned the proposed increase of 50 beds, with day-room and domestic accommodation in 
proportion, at a cost of £5,500, and £250 for a Turkish bath. The necessary plans 
^ere immediately prepared by direction of the Commissioners of Public Works; tenders 
ere invited, the contract has been entered into, and the works are about to commence 
immediately. 

Some inconvenience must necessarily be experienced while these works are going on, 
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Central owing to the present crowded state of the building, and the difficulty of giving up any 
0 “™”* portion of it into the contractor’s hands until some of the new part shall be available, but 
Lunatics. we trust that the officers of the asylum will be able to arrange so. as to meet any difficulty 
of the kind that may arise, and by increased vigilance and attention to discipline, obviate, 
as far as possible, any unpleasant results. 

The lighting of the institution with gas was effected in the course of the year, and though 
a little more expensive at first than we anticipated, it, has been productive of great comfort 
and convenience. We have issued strict injunctions with regard to its use, with a view both 
to safety and economy, and have no doubt that in the end it will pi’ove less costly than 
candles and oil-lamps, besides being infinitely more cleanly and convenient. 



Private PRIVATE LICENSED ASYLUMS. 

Licenses 

Asylums. c h an g e h as taken place in these institutions since the date of our last report. The 

number of houseshaving licences at the end of the year was nineteen ; the licences issued 
being for 410 patients, exclusive of Swift’s Hospital, St. Vincent’s Asylum, and Bloom- 
field Retreat, which, being partly charitable institutions,. are exempt from Licence Fees ; 
these three latter places have room for 240 patients, which raises the total accommoda- 
tion in private asylums to 650 beds. The amount received for fees, and lodged in the 
hands of the Paymaster-General, averages annually £225. 

Of the twenty-two Private Asylums, fifteen are situated in the County of Dublin ; two 
in Cork ; two in Armagh ; two in the Queen’s County ; and one in the County of Limerick. 
We have as usual devoted our particular attention to the inspection of these institutions, 
and on the whole have reason to be satisfied with them although there are some few of 
them whose proprietors have to be kept up to their duties, and constantly reminded of 
Infraction* the requirements of the statute. On our inspection of Hartfield Retreat, in February, we 
Of the law. f ounc \ that the proprietor had not got the licence in his possession, although it had been 

granted on 1st of January. We, accordingly, obtained the opinion of the Law Adviser on 
the subject, who recommended that unless the licence were taken out and the fees paid 
within three days steps should be taken to prosecute for the misdemeanor. This opinion 
was communicated to the proprietor, and had the desired effect. In another case in 
which the proprietor of Bushy Park, in the County of Limerick, received, a patient with- 
out the necessary order and medical certificates, after corresponding, with him. on the 
subject, we deemed it our duty, as it was not a first offence, and he continued to disregard 
our representations, to bring the matter under the notice of the Law Officers of the 
Crown, by whom it was recommended that the facts should be brought before the Lord 
Chancellor, who has authority under the Act 5 and 6 Vic., c. 123, to revoke licences, on the 
recommendation of the Inspectors. His Lordship having taken the case into his considera- 
tion directed his Secretary to intimate to the proprietor of Bushy Park that, should he 
again be reported to his Lordship as guilty of any violation of the statute, he could not be 
permitted to retain his licence. 

statistics The number of patients resident in Private Licensed Houses on 31st December, 1861, 
(Appendix was 5 ^ 5 — 265 men, and 250 women ; 166 admissions took place in 1862 — 84 men, and 

82 women, making a total of 681 under treatment during the year, of whom 47 were 
discharged recovered, 34 improved, 27 unimproved, and 26 died. 

The number resident on 31st December, 1862 was, 546 — 284 men and 262 women ; 
being an increase of 31 on the previous year.
